The Mutual Fuel company soon afterwards 


changed its method of manufacturing gas. It 
now supplies a gas similar to that distributed 
by the Chicago company,-€xcept that naphtha 
enters into the manufacture of the Mutual 
fuel gas, while the Chicago company uses 
crude oil. At least so the difference was 
deseribed by a Mutual Fuel man, 
sold to consumers at $1 ‘net. 

The Mutual Fuel ca@tnpany is said to have 
proved an unprofitable investment on account 
of the limited field in which it worked. The 
financiers behind it, however. say that it only 
lacked a wider area to make the investment 
protitable. It now seeks that wider area 
through the new ordinance which Mr. Ryan 
proposes to introduce in the Council tomor. 
row evening or on some day during the week 
—for the Council will hold adjourned sessions 
every day to consider the appropriation bill, 
and the ordinance will be introduced at some 
one of these special sessions.

SALARY REDUOTIONS. 


Mayor Hopkins Demands an Explanation 
of Chief Brennan and Is Told That $400 
Has Been Turned Over to Be Used in 
“Persuading” Aldermen=Officers Who 
Got the Money Threatened with Dis- 
charge-Their Names to Be Given Up= 
How the Fund Was Raised. 


Mayor Hopkins called Chief of Police Bren- 
nan into his office yesterday and said: 

“Chief, I want an explanation of a queer 
story I’ve just heard, I’ve been told that 
some of the policemen are boasting that you 
have given them $500 to be spent in bracing 
up certain Aldermen to fight, the proposed re- 
duction of police salaries.”’ 

“T’ve given them no money of my own,”’ 
responded the Chief. ‘“‘It was money that 
belonged to them—to the Policemen’s Benev- 
olent Association. It was $400.”’ . 

** What was the money to be used for?” 

“The committee that made the demand 
didn’t say, but I have understood that the 
money was to be expended in persuading 
Aldermen that police salaries should not be 
reduced.” . 

** Who got the money from: you?” 

“The association made a formal demand 
on me; I don’t recall any names off-hand.”’ 

‘*Well, Chief, I want the names of every 
policeman connected with the affair.”’ 

** You shall have them, sir, as soon as I can 
get them.”’ 

‘On the face of it-this affair looks bad. 
These officers will have to show why they 
should not hand in their resignations.”

SUN IS MUCH SPOTTED, 


PHENOMENA OBSERVED BY ASTRON- 
OMERS IN CHICAGO. 


Recently Seen More Marks on the Orb 
of Day Than Ever Before, Counting 
Twenty-two One Day=The Spots Are 
Visible to the Naked Eye and New 
Features Have Been Noticed. 


Chicago astronomers are just now greatly 
interested in spots on the sun which, accord- 
ing to their observations, are large, numer. 
ous, and unusual. The general public noticed 
the aurora borealis of Thursday and Friday 
nights, but, of course, is not sufficiently 
versed in astronomy to begin forthwith a 
hunt for sun spots. Butthe aurora borealis 
of Thursday and Friday nights was sufficient- 
ly marked to justify the astronomers ina 
search for sun spots, | 

The aurora is .a part of a great electric 
storin in the upper atmosphere, which also 
produces disturbances of the electric needle. 
The connection between the  deflec. 
tions of the needle and the spots 
on the sun has been suspected 
since 1859. /At that time the two phenomena 
were first observed to coincide... The coinci- 
dence was observed by two astronomers sim- 
ultaneously, one being at Kew and one in this 


coincidence only. Subsequent observations, 
however, have confirmed the theory then pro- 
pounded of the connection; and at this day 
it is one of the best settled facts in science. 
One of the amateur astronomers of Chicago 
is Louis Gathman, whose residence, with ob- 
servatory attached, is at Lincoln and North 
Park avenues, Mr. Gathman is the 
inventor of improvements in lenses 
which may revolutionize astronomy.

Aldermen who tried to pass the Metropolitan 
, ordinance over the Mayor’s veto. 


It is freely 
intimated that the arguments of a substantial 
but prospective kind will be used to help it 
along. The leaders of the forty-two have 
canvassed over it. They have labored with 
some of the twenty-two who voted against the 
Watson ordinance, and they claim to have 
won over sufficient strength 40 pass it in epite 
of any objections the Mayor might raise. 
“There will be no mistakes this time,’’ the 
promoters say confidently. The Aldermen 
who are backing it renew these assurances. 
“Tt is greased to go through,”’ is the boast of 
a South Side Republican Alderman who was 
conspicuous in his support of the Watson af- 
fair. 
Birth of the New Ordinance. 

The preparation of the ordinance was com- 
menced in the office of Clarence A. Knight 
twenty-four hours_after the Watson ordinance 
had been beaten. *< It was in Mr. Knight’s of- 
fice that the agreement of James L. Osborne, 
which Mr, Ryan presented to the Council as an 
alleged amendment to the original ordinance, 
was drawn. All this leads to the conclusion 
that the new ordinance is meant for the same 
people that the old one was intended for. 


- There was not much doubt about that in the 


public mind at the time. But the Watson 
ordinafice was too rank an affair for respecta- 
ble men to avow any connection with. 

The new ordinance is somewhat modified. 
It is modified to meet the ‘Mayor’s ob- 
jections in some particulars, but jin some 
particulars only. It is proposed to reduce the 
price to about 95 cents a thousand and a de- 
posit is proposed, for repairing the streets. A 
guarantee fund of $100,000 will be put up. 
The Mayor has been consulted. He has been 
asked tosay what provisions he wants in- 
serted, He has been told he can have his way 
in reference to most things. 

The proposition has been actually made to.

The Mutyal Fuel Gas company, in Whose

Was organized six years ago to supply gas to 
the Hyde Park district. Its franchise, ob- 
tained from the Village Board,’ gave it the 
right to lay mains to the northern boundary 
of the village, that is Thirty-ninth street. The 
Company manufactured a fuel gas to be used 
both for culinary and heating purposes and 
for illumination. Fuel gas burns with a blue

The report that the ordinance had been 
drawn in Knight & Brown’s office, together 
with the story that Mr. Knight had visited 
Mayor Hopkins at his residence in connec- 
tion with it, was repeated to Mr. Knight yes- 
terday. He declined to affirm or deny that 
his firm had drawn up the ordinance, but he 
admitted that he had called on Mayor Hop-

‘*I do not feel at liberty to talk at length 
about the matter,’”’ he said. **‘ The Mutual 
Fuel company will carry out its contracts and 
supply gas to consumers if it gets the 
franchise.”’ 

Leiter Ready te Aid. 

- Joseph Leiter, who, it was reported, was in- 
cluded among those who had pushed the 
ordinance, said yesterday the report was 
incorrect. : 

‘* T did not know the Mutual Fuel company 
was after an ordinance,”’ he said, *‘ but I will 
cheerfully recommend that company. It has 
a directorate of strong men who compare 
with any. The Mutual company will do what 
it undertakes.’’ 

H. N. Higinbotham said: “* The Mutual 
Fuel company wants to operate in the Chica- 
go territory. It has wanted to do so for 
some time. It is no secret. We are in 
business to stay and do not intend to sell out. 
Our stock is trusteed and cannot be sold to 
competing companies. If we had wanted to 
do so we could have sold out long ago.”

Friday nigut young 
Knowlton went to the Hotel Delano at Thirty- 
first and Michigan and-introduced himself to 
Oran W. Delano, the proprietor. He said he 
was an agent for the McCormick Reaper com- 
pany, that only recently he had changed 
his residence from Detroit to Chicago. Mr. 
Delano is also from Detroit, and made 
haste to furnish Knowlton with the best 
accommodations in the house. That same 
evening Miss Anna Staring, who is also from 
Detroit, missed a sealskin cloak. She occu- 
pied a room next to the one that had been 
assigned to Knowlton, and when it was dis- 
covered that the young man ‘was missing 


> he was suspected. of the theft. The police 


were notified. and the missing garment was 
located in a pawnshop on State street. When 
arrested Knowlton admitted his guilt. He said 
he was hungry when he went to the hotel and 
stole the cloak because he was in actual want.

STEEL-CASTING MILLS TO COMBINE. 


Twenty-one Companies and Firms Going 
into a Poo! for Profit. 

Puriape puta, Pa., Feb. 24.—[Specia!.]— 
A combination is nearing completion here of 
the steel-casting mills of the country. These 
do not include the steel rail mills. Some time 
ago Howard Evans, of Paxton & Co. con- 
ceived the idea of pooling the concerns, and 
now twenty-one companies and firms have 
agreed to the scheme. This will result in 
saving several of the companies from bank- 
ruptecy. The Midvale company of Philadel- 
phia has been asked not to break the com- 
bine, Itxefused to go into the scheme,

-He put itin the Fidelity 
Safety deposit vaults, where it remained until 
last Thursday evening, when it was handed 
over. 
Promise Influence for Votes, 

Other strange stories are being told about 
the methods which are being resorted to by 
the city policemen to maintain their salaries 
at the figures of last year. It has been public 
property that certain members of the force 
who aspire to be leaders, or who are ac- 
knowledged as leaders, have held meetings 
and passed resolutions urging the Alder- 
men to ~~ oppose the recommenda- 
tions of the Finance committee and 
pledging those who thus oppose the support 
of the bluecoats at the forthcoming Alder- 
manic elections. At the same time the same 
leaders have threatened members of the Fi- 
nance committee with opposition should they 
ever become candidates for any ofticein the 
gift of the people. It has been rumored even 
that the police agitators had entered into a 
combination with the ‘“* Watson” Aldermen. 
the bluecoats agreeing to support the Watson- 
ites for reélection if the Watsonites would 
oppose any reduction of present salaries. 

It is understood that additions have been 
made to the fund by subscriptions among 
members of the force. Now the question 
arises, What is this money to be used for? It 
cannot be to bribe the Aldermen directly. The 
sum is too small for tnat. It would not give 
the gang Aldermen $50 apiece, 


Aldermen to Be Wined. 


It is helieved that it is to be used in treating 
the Aldermen, in buying wine and whisky and 
suppers for the cheap fellows among them. 
That seems to be the impression of the Super- 
intendent and of the Mayor. The system to 
be pursued is what is known in electioneering 
parlance as “corrupt treating,”’ 

The question arises: Is it in accordance 
with discipline in the police force to per- 
mit this corrupt treating, or to allow mem.

COLOSSAL SWINDLE. IS DISCOVERED. 


Banks and Business Companies Suffer to 
the Extent of $200,000. 

New York, Feb, 24.—[{Special.]J—A huge 
swindle affecting a number of banks and cor- 
porations in this city to the extent of nearly 
$200,000 has just been unearthed. It is a 
swindle which to some extent explains the 
rottenness of the failure of the St. Nicholas 
Bank and which will cause many a hurried 
examination of so-called securities in other 
city banks. The victims of this great fraud, 
not all of them by any means, are: The St. 
Nicholas Bank of this city, $16,000; Bowery 
Bank, $10,000; Henry P. De Graaf, Presi- 
dent of the Bowery Bank, $10,000; Fiour 
City National Bank of Rochester, N. Y., $10,- 
000; Saginaw Hardwood Lumber company of 
Saginaw, Mich., $5,000; Ocean City Electric 
railroad company, $5,000; David S. S., 
Sammis of Babylon, L. I., $5,000; Chester 
Lumber and _ Coal company, Ches- 
ter, Pa., $3,000; Christian Feigenspan, 
$3,000; E. Lynde Porter, $1,200; 
Isaac D. Ogden, New York; George W. Bet- 
tinger, Samuel Carson, De Marsener &. Co. 
The concern operating the swindle is the 
Class Cold Storage company. It has floated 
nearly $200,000 worth of notes, and they 
are absolutely worthless. The persons who 
put them out, so far as can be ascertained, 
are as irresponsible as the notes are bad. The 
company originated, it is said, in Philadel- 
phia, and by a series of shrewd manipulations 
managed to get its paper on the market. 


REPLY TO EX-MAYOR HEWITT’S ATTACK. 


Members of the Democratic Club Defend 
United States Senators. | 

New York, Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The ears 
of ex-Mayor Hewitt would have tingled had 
he been present at the Democratic club tu- 
night and heard the applause that greeted 
the replies of speaker after speaker to his re- 
cent attack on Representatives in Congress 
from the Southern States. The occasion was 
the monthly dinner of the club, and the sub- 
ject for discussion was the Wilson. bill.- The 
attendance was unusually large, as Repre- 
sentatives Benton McMillin and Josiah Pat- 
terson of Tennessee, Mayor Gilroy, Controller 
Fitch, and District-Attorney John R. Fellows 
had been announced as the guests of the even- 
ing.

In the course of his speech Mr. Pat- 
terson said: ** These men who have been crit- 
icised are makinga fight for good govern- 
ment in the Senate today, and, although I do 
not agree with them on all questions, many of 
them are intellec tually worthy of their great 
sires—worthy of Benton and Calhoun—and 
they are not going to shipwreck their country.

CLAIMS TO BE VON BULOW’S NEPHEW. 


Bar Porter at Butte Says He Is Heir to 
the Musician’s Fortune. 

Butte, Mont., Feb. 24.—A man who claims 
to be the only relative of Hans von Bulow, 
the great German pianist who died 
in Cairo, Egypt, Feb. 138, has been 
discovered in this city. His name 
is Carl von Bulow. He sayshe is a nephew of 
the dead musician and, being the only rela- 
tive, will come in for his estate, which 
amounts to 8,000,000 marks. The nephew 
is now employed in the capacity of bar por- 
ter in the Hotel Butte, but says he will start 
for Germany tomorrow to claim his fortune. 


He has had a telescope and been a student of 
the heavens a great many years, but it was 
ten years ago that he erected his present ob- 
servatory and put up his present telescope 
with a seven-inch objective. It has been his 
custom all these years to spend what time his 
business engagements permitted in solar or 
sidereal observations, according as his leisure 
moments were in the day or in the night.

More Sun Spots than Ever. 

The results of Mr. Gathman’s recent ob- 
servations must be regarded as interesting if 
not remarkable. He has seen more spots on 
the sun than ever before. He saw far more 
two weeks ago than a week ago, On the for- 
mer occasion he saw twenty-two spots, the 
largest number he had observed before 
being fourteen, and some of them 
were the largest he ever saw. They 
also went through all of the usual changes 
due to the rotation of the sun and an unusual 
amount of change that was not due to that 
cause. Last Suuday the number was much 
reduced, In both cases the spots were close 
to the solar equator. 

During these observations Mr. Gathman 
witnessed some phenomena which were to 
him at least eatirely new. The spots on the 
sun have always been regarded as craterlike 
openings in the luminous clouds which en- 
velop the sun; and.this has been the explana- 
tion of the fact that these spots Could not be 
seen in an oblique direction, as when on the 
margin of the photosphere. But Mr. Gath- 
“man two weeks ago saw large spots on the 
edges of the sun, making itappear as. if the 
photosphere were notched. But, stranger 
still, he sawin addition to the black spots 
spots of special luminosity.. These were two 
in number, were situated below the equator, 
and shone with 25 per cent greater brightness 
than the rest of the: photosphere. They were 
oval in shape, of justas distinct outline as 
the black spots, and double as large as the 
largest of them. 

Seen by the Naked Eve. 

R. W. Wood, a Fellow of the University of 
Chicago, was moved by the recent brilliancy 
of the aurora borealis to take a look at the 
sun yesterday afternoon through a smoked 


The first peep with the naked eye showed an 
unusually large spot on the lower limb near 
the solar equator. Theuse of the telescope 
brought into view several other spots smalier 
than the first and well scattered. . Other sun 
spots visible to the naked eye have been ob- 
served, Mr. Wood says, in the years 1828, 
1858, 1859, 1870, and 1882. _ ** There may 
have been spots visible to the naked eye in 
others years,” said Mr. Wood, ** but those 
mentioned are the only ones of which I have 
record at hand.”’ 

There was a sun spot visible without the aid 
of a telescope two years ago, according to a 
good local authority.

ADJ.-GEN. ARTZ MAY BE PROSECUTED. 


He Resigns at Topeka, Kas., Under Charges 
of Embezziement. 

Toprxa, Kan., Feb. 24.—[Special.}—Ad- 
jutant-General H..H. Artz tendered his res- 
ignation to. Gov. Lewelling this afternoon 
and it will probably be accepted. During the 
investigation that has been carried on mys- 


effort has been made by the Governor to have 
as favorable a showing as possible made 
for Ariz, but even under these 
circumstances he wa3 unable to 
clear his skirts of the ugly charges preferred 
against him. It is not improbable that the 
county authorities will institute criminal! pro- 
ceedings against him on the charge of ém- 
bezzlement and perhaps forgery. ‘The Adju- 
tant-General has attempted to make an ex- 
planation of the apparent irregularities, and 
the Governor will probably accept it as true 
and permit him to retire without being dis- 
missed in disgrace. : 

W. J. Stagg, the expert accountant em- 
ployed by the Governor to examine Artz’s 
books, submitted his report this .morning. 
Among other things he said: | 

“Your attention is especially called to 
voucher No. 13, June 30, 1893, to H. H. 
Artz, $163 for express, freight, postage, and 
telegraphing to June 30, 1898, said 
voucher being for~the unexpended balance to 
the credit of fund No. 38, at the close of 
the fiseal year, June 30, 1893; voucher No. 
9.June 30, 1893, to H. H. Artz. $199, for 
work on arsenal and repairing arms, tents, 
and cannon, this voucher being for the unex- 
pended balance to the credit of fund No. 4, 
atthe close of fiscal year ending June 30, 
1893; voucher No. 2, Feb. 28, 1893, to 
William Baker, $RO, for salaty 
as clerk and acting assistant 
Adjatant-General for the month of February, 
with the exception of eix days. These are ir- 
reguiar and I can tind nethmg explanatory of 
them in the Adjutiant-General’s office.’’ 

In addition to the vouchers mentioned 
above, which the Adjutant-General drew 
from the contingent fund the last day of the 
fiscal-year and which were not accounted for 
in his accounts, Mr. Stagg reported chat it 
was customary for G. A. R. encampments 
in receiving tents from the State to pay 
75 cents apiece for certing, ane drayage, and 
that the reports of Artz’s office show that 280 
tents were loaned for which there was noth- 
ing on his books to show that his State re- 
ceived any cash or that the expense of loading 
and carting was.paid. Mr. Stagg said that if 
all the tents were paid for there was a short- 
age of $51 in Artz’s account on that score. 

On receipt of this report Gov. Lewelling ad- 
—— the following letter to Adjt.-Gen. 

rtz: 

** Some days ago, on your return from Iowa, 
you were informed that complaint had been 
made to this office charging you with irregu- 
larities in the financial management of the 
office of Adjutant-General. You freely 
and frankly invited an _ investigation, 
and Mr. W. J. Stagg. accountant, 
was thereupon appointed as_ special 
agent and together with Mr.J.B. French, 
chief clerk of this office, your books and ac- 
counts were carefully examined. I herewith 
hand you a copy of the report of Mr. Stagg, 
and while I regret to say the result of his find- 
ing is not satistactory to this office it is my 
desire to suspend judgment inthe hope that 
you may be able to make a satisfactory ex- 
planation.”’ 

Artz this afternoon replied to this at some 
length. He explained the evident discrepan- 
cies in a fairly plausible way. In conclusion 
he said: 

** This is my defense and is correct, and I 
desire to add that having come into possession 
of my office amid a cyclone of opposition 
and my official voyage having been made 
daily ‘and ‘hourly tempestuous by ene- 
mies, -and heartily wishing to relieve 
the administration and myself of any further 
unjust criticism, I hereby tender your Excel- 
lency my resignation ‘to take effect at the 
earliest. possible date that wiil afford me full 
opportunity to make a thorough inventory of 


my possession or under my cortrol.”’

ERASTUS WIMAN IS OUT ON BAIL. 


Charles H. Deere Deposits Twenty-five 
Thousand Dollars fer Him. 

New York, Feb. 24,—[Specia!.|—Charles 
H. Deere, the plow manufacturer of Moline, 
lll., today deposited $25/000 in cash with the 
City Chamberlain asa surety for the appear- 
ance of Erastus Wiman in court when his 
case is called, After his discharge on bail 
Mr. Wiman was closeted with his counsel, 
and ‘Gen. Tracy made the following signed 
statement: 

‘** I have seen for the first time this morning 
the indictments against Mr. Wiman, and have 
learned the history of the case and the facts 
upon which ‘the indictments are found. I am 
entirely satisfied, after such examination, 
that Mr. Wiman has committed no crime, 
and, unless I am greatly misinformed, the 
trial will.develop astate of tacts whieh will 
show that Mr. Wiman is. not.only not a erim- 
inal, but that he has Te goin that can 
seriously feflect upon his honor or integrity 
asaman. Iam not inthe habit of tryimg my 
cases in the newspapers, butin view of the 
extent to whieh this cause has been taken by 
Mr. Wiman’s enemies and certain of his sup- 
posed friends, I think it only just to him that 


.I should make this statement publicly.” 


As soon as he\was informed ‘by Clerk Car- 
roll of the Court of ‘Genéral Sessions that he 
was at liberty Mr. Wiman thanked his friends 
and the clerk. After visiting his attorneys he 
went-to his home on Staten. Island accom- 
panied ‘by Mr. Deere. 

This morning early Alfred G. Coale, chief 
clerk for Tracy, Boardman & Platt, called at 
the District Attorney's office and found that 
there would be’ng ‘trouble in securing the re- 
lease of Mr. Wiman if ~he brought a receipt 
from ‘the City Chamberlain for $25,000. 
Charles H,. Deere had agreed to furnish the 
money. Mr. Wimen’s son William, who is 
said to be dangerously ill, married a daugh- 
ter of Mr. Deere. From Recorder Smyth, 
in ehambers, Coale obtained an order for 
the release ofthe prisoner when the cash bail 
was furnished, as required by the District At- 
torney. Then Deputy Sheriff Dalrymple was 
sent to the Tombs with an order to bring Mr. 
Wiman ‘to the District Attorney’s office. 
Pending arrival Clerk Coale and Mr. 
Deere weft to the office of the City Cham ber- 
lain. Deputy Chamberlain J. H. Campbell 
was in charge. The order of Recorder Sinyth 
was shown to him, and he seid he was ready 
to receipt for the $25/000. Mr. Deere 
counted out twenty-five $1,000 bills. The 
Deputy Chacberlain signed the receipt. 
With this receipt Messrs. Coale and Deere re- 
turned to the District Attorney’s office. Mr. 
Wiman, Who was anxiously awaiting their 
coming. signed the bond. The formalities 
concluded, Clerk Carroll said: ‘“‘Mr. Wiman 
is reteased,.”’ | 

Mr. Wiman.said today: “Aside from the 
awful feeling of indignity and share which 
comes over a manin prison and the added 
trouble I have had through the iliness of my 
son, I have enjoyed ‘my stay in the Tombs. 
They have been kind to me there ‘and I con- 
sider ita valuable experience te add toa busy 
and checkered life. A man should be judged 
not by what he does for hiinself but by whathe 
is able to do for others; not by one episode in 
his life but by the whole sum of it. Tf this 
were not so would there be a heaven? They 
call me a criminal. Does the course of my 
career indicate that lam that kind of a man? 
I promise you that when niy side begins to 
talk some one will be surprised.”’ 

The condition of William Wiman, son of 
Erastus Wiman, who is lying in a critical con- 
dition at his home at St. George, S. L, with 
pneumonia, changed for the worse this morn- 
ing.

M’KANE CHARGED WITH ROBBERY, 


Said to Have Stolen Trust Money from a

as the fear from railroad 
and combination. The tele- 
manipulation being the less 
important the legislation of the various States 
and of the General Government to prevent 
these combinations by the railroad companies 
was greater than the legislation to prevent 
these combinations by. the telegraph com. 
pany, but if we loek back we find the tele. 
graph companies were organized to build 
connecting and competing lines exactly on 
the same principle as railroads. 

‘**Prices of the different companies’ for 
transportgéng messages were different from 
one common point to another exactly as the 
railroads were for transporting passengers 
and property. Railroads have ordinary 
passenger trains carrying the 
passenger and freight trains carry 
ing the general miscellaneous freight ata 
lesser rate. Telegraph companies have arate 
of transportation for transporting ordinary 
inessuges in the business hours of the day, 
forwarding them at a lesser. rate 
than the important repeated messages. 
Railroads for cheap, coarse products 
such as coal, iron ore, etc., have still lower 
rates and carry them in slower trains, and as 
their facilities will conveniently permit. Rail- 
roads make reductions on their rates 
for a number of people going at 
one time and a lesser rate for 
full carloads of freightgoing at one time than 
they would for one passenger or less than one 
carload of freight. Telegraph companies 
make a reduction for long messages per word 
pe their standard prices of messages of ten 
words. 

** Now, the effect of this consolidation, or 
unification of telegraph lines, I think will be 
generally admittec has beem no injury any- 
where to the country.

UNION PACIFIC AND WESTERN UNION. 


Important Case Touching Contract Rights 
Docketed in the Supreme Court. 

Wasuincton, D.C., Feb. 24.—An impor- 
tant case involving the validity of contracts 
between the Union Pacific railroad company 
and the Western Union Telegraph company 
and their bearings upon the charter of the 
railroad and subsequent acts was docketed 
in the Supreme Court today. The United 
States is the appellant in the case, which comes 
from the Circuit Court for the District of Ne- 
braska and which has additional interest be- 
cause it was decided in the first instance by 
Justice Brewer, now of the Supreme Court. 
The Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph company 
was the original line along the Kansas divis- 
ion of the Union Pacific, but was bought by 
the Western Union. The questions at issue 
are the rignts of the Union Pacific, under its 
charter, to give exclusive rights to the 
Western Union, and the obligations of 
that company to perform the govern- 
ment service free. It is claimed by 
the Western Union that Congress cannot im- 
pair the validity of the contracts between it 
and the Union Pacific. Justice Brewer's 
order in the case, which was passed in 
October, 1892, declared the contracts void, 
and ordered the Western Union to vacate its 
offices on the Unioa Pacific. Afterward the 
Circuit Gourt of Appeals decided the contracts 
part giving exclu- 
sive rights to the Western Union, which was 
held to be repugnant to the act of Congress 
of 1888. cmt

FALSE REPORTS ARE DENIED BY THE 
PRESIDENT HIMSELF. 


He Denounces the Mendacious Stories 
Touching His Health Sent Out by Cer- 
tain Correspondents=Democrats Still 
Clashing Over the Tariff.Free-Traders 
Bitterly Opposed to Making Conces- 
sions to the Coal and Sugar Combine 
Populists Howl for an Income Tax. 


Wasnincron, D. C., Feb. 24.—A_represent- 
ative of the Associated Press saw President 
Cleveland this evening at the Executive Man- 
sion regarding the reports that have been cir- 
culated in some newspapers for the last two 
or three days to the effect that the President 
was suffering from a serious malady and was 
about to have an operation performed. 

Concerning these reports 
said: ‘*I have been engaged every day in my 
office on public business, and have every day 
seen the people who called—Senators, Repre- 
sentatives, and others. Nothing would have 
been easier than to ascertain the absolute 
falsity of these reports. 

‘*Tam forced to conclude that there is an 
epidemic of mendacity\emanating from the 
dull and stupid brains Sof some of these cor- 
respondents. These men must be influenced 
either by a desire to deceive the public or to 
annoy those affected: by tneir disreputable 
work. Those who read newspapers should 
understand the extent to which their credulity 
is calculated upon.”’ 

The representative of the Associated Press 
found Mr, Cleveland. and Secretary Thurber 
engaged in clearing their desks of the accu- 
mulation of public business. 

Mr. Cleveland never looked better in his 
life. His eye was bright, his color good, and 
his voice hearty and strong. Today he re- 
ceived a large number of callers. in his office, 
and at 1:15 p. m. shook hands with 350 peo- 
pie in the East Room. 

At'4 o’clock he drove about the city for 
more than an hour in an open carriage, and 
tonight he was hard at work at his desk until 
long after midnight. This night is no excep- 
tion to the general rule. 

It can be said with perfect assurance that 
all reports to the effect that President Cleve- 
land is not in good health are entirely with- 
out foundation. 


DEMOCRATS CANNOT HARMONIZE, 


Little Chance for an Agreement Over the 
Tariff Schedules, 

Wasnineton, D.C., Feb. 24.—[Special.]— 
Democratic Senators on the Finance commit- 
tee are sure that Chairman Voorhees did not 
call the meeting of that committee Monday 
morning in order to interfere with the Demo- 
cratic caucus, They explain that it was a 
mere coincidence that he had promised to call 
a meeting of the committee as soon as the biil 
was ready, and that as it would be ready Mon- 
day morning there was nothing else to do. 
Nevertheless itis plain that a Democratic 
caucus to consider the tarmff bill would be a 
lame sort of affair with the members who 
framed the bill absent attending a committee 
meeting. The Senatorsin the caucus would 
be at sea because they could not jump on a 
bill whose full provisions were not known to 
them. 

The probability is that the caucus will be 
put off till the afternoon, or possibly till Tues- 
day morning. Then the sugar and coal com- 
bine will have a chance to determine whether 
the so-called concessions are enough. The 
limit of one cent for sugar is st:ll inflexibly 
held by the Democrats on the Finance com- 
mittee, while half of the present duty on coal 
is the utmost they are willing to concede, and 
they privately say that the party sentiment is 
against allowing them to make that conces- 
sion, The same is true of iron ore, 

However, in order to call the bluff of the 
combination which is working against the 
‘bill, it will be necessary to otfer some conces- 
sions, and then if the combine Senators de- 
cline them the free-traders can go right ahead 
without fear or censure. | : 

_ Free-Traders Against Concessions, 

This business of making a protective meas- 
ure out of the Wilson bill in'the face of the 
free.trade sentimentin the party is not rel- 
ished. Even the slight concessions that may 
be made are yielded with the certain knowl- 
edge that the House will have none of them. 

The Populists of the House) regard the ac- 
tion of the St, Louis convention upon the Wil- 
son bill as an indorsement of their attitude 
toward the measure. Said Jerry Simpson to- 
day: **Wesaid from the start that we would 
‘not vote for tthe bill unless the income tax 
were attached to it. Until that was added, as 
the Record shows, we refrained, from voting 
to make aquorum. The income tax is the 
saving Clause of the bill, because it is a step 
toward free trade, being direct tax- 
ation, We § believe in free trade, and 
we do not believe in this tariff-for- 
revenue idea. .Before wecan get free trade 
the system of indirect taxation must be abol- 
ished. The tariff for revenue is a tax on what 
the people consume. We do not believein a 
protective tariff either. The laboring man 
does not need protection. He has the means 
to protect himself if we would only realize it.

creased from 90 cents to $1.20. Crawford

PROTECTION OF THE SEALS URGED. 


The State Department Desires That the 
McCreary Bill Be Speedily Passed. 
Wasuineton, D. C.,; Feb. 24.—It is said at 
the State Department that there is urgent 
need of speedy action by Congress upon the 
bill. recently submittea by Representative 
McCreary to give effect to the agreement 
reached by the arbitration in the Bering 
Sea case. This bill prohibits sealing 
from May 1 to Aug. 1 in all 
that part of the Pacific Ocean north 
of a point on the coast of California, and 
west to the 185th meridian, and running 
along the boundary line between the Russian 
and United States possessions in the Arctic. 
Already the sealing vessels are fitting out and 
sailing on the Pacific coast so that they will 
be able to make disastrous inroads upon the 
seal herds as they follow the coast, making 
their way north to the Pribyloff Islands. 
While the modus vivendi will’ remain in op. 
eration, it will apply only to Bermg Sea 
waters, and the killing by pelagic sealers will 
doubtiess be very severely felt. Moreover, 
unless the new law takes effect before May 1 
it will be necessary for the naval vessel to 
serve notice on all sealing craft which may 
sail before its enactment before any seizures 
can be made, 


SIERRA NEVADA GtOLOGICAL SURVEY 


Facts ih Regard to Mountain Formation 
and Gold and Silver Mining. 

Wasuinoton, D.C., Feb. 24.—The results 
of investigations in the West conducted by 
the United States geological survey are em- 
bodied in two special reports which have just 
been, completed. The principal one is that of 
Prof. H. W. Turnet on the rocks of the Sierra 
Nevada range,

ANOTHER HONOR THRUST ON CHICAGO 


It Is to Be Made the Distributing Point 
for Indian Supplies, 

Wasninerton, D. C., Feb, 24.—An important 
change in the method of assembling and dis- 
tributing Indian supplies is contemplated by 
the House committee on Indian Affairs. The 
main purpose is to make Chicago the centre 
of supplies and distributing point, and to do 
away with the extensive branch of the dis- 
tribution at New York. The plan has 
already advanced so far that menibers 
of. the Indian committee regard it 
as settled that the Indian supplies ware- 
house at New York will be abolished 
and the government plant at Chicago will be 


M4 enlarged to accommodate the enormous quan- 
tity of provisions, clothing, etc., furnished to 


the Indians. The moving reason for the 
change is to get the point of supplies nearer 
to the Indian country. Representative Wil- 
son of Washington is actively interested in the 
change and expects to have the coéperation of 
Representative Aldrich of Chicago. Mr. Wil- 
son says that a great saving will be made on 
freights by having Chicago as the distributing 
point. The proposed change will be made a 
part of the Indian appropriation bill, and the 
subcommittee having it in charge have 
already agreed to the change. 


TO SHORTEN THE LIVES OF PATENTS. 


Gen. Black Introduces a Bill Substituting 
Ten Years for Seventeen. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb, 24.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Black proposes to amend the law in re- 
gard to patents by substituting ten years as 
the life of a patent instead of seventeen years 
as at present. With this end in view he has 


introduced a bill providing that from and 


after the passage of the act no patent shall be 
issued by the authorities of the United States 
for a longer period than ten years from date 
of issue. No reissue of any patent shall be 
made for a longer period than five years from 
the date of expiration of the original patent 
sought to be extended. In no event shall the 
total period covered by both the original 
patent and any renewals thereof exc fifteen 
years from the date of issue of original 
patent. In order that the inventor may reap 
the benefits of his patent the Commissioner 
of patents shall not reissue any patent until 
he shall be sa.isfied by sworn evidence sub- 
mitted to him that there has not been a full 
and fair recompense return made to the 
patentee or his assignors of said original 
patent for his original invention. 


ATTEMPT TO ROB THE CITY HALL SAFE. 


Inner Door Resists wry, and Robbers 
at Galesbure Are Foiled. 

Gauessure, Ill., Feb. 24.—(Special.]— 
William H. Alcom, janitor of theity hall, 
tried this morning to enter that structure and 
found the door secured from the inside, Go- 
ing to the south part of the building he dis- 
covered a window open and crawledin and 
found all the doors open leading to the City 
Treasurer’s office. The floor of this office 
was covered with plastering, papers, and 
slivers and was in great confysion. Pick- 
ing his way around to the safe he 
found the outer and inner doors open and 
dynamite fuses on the floor. Broken bits of 
iron and a fragment of a drill were picked up. 
The Marshal and Treasurer were called to 
make a thorough examination. They found 
the burglars had failed to open the compart- 
ment containing the money, this part being 
supplied with a steel door. The thieves had 
pried open the window, and then secured the 
doors so as to be safe against intrusion. Five 
holes were drilled into the outer door of the 
safe close to the combination. Into these 
were fastened a jack and the doers were then 
forced open. ‘The inner doors were treated 
in the same manner. Then all that 
was between the burglars and the cash 
was the small steel door. Into the bottom of 
this they drilled six holes and then inserted 
the dynamite.

This would prevent the intro- 
duction of the bill Monday and some 
membefs of the committee are disposed to 
criticise the delay in reporting the bill to the 
Senate. It is possible that the call for the 
méeting Monday afternoon will be annulled 
and the bill introduced Monday morning.

He ’ 
was promptly released when the facts in the | 


case were explained to the police. 

Should proper polit protection be withheld 
Mr. Falkenau s#ys-he will seek redress in the 
courts and make the State responsible, and 
not the city police. 

Appeal te Mayor Hopkins. 


The appeal. from Falkenau & Bro. to the ; 


Mayor is as follows: 


We are the contractors .of the buildi 
southeast corner of Washington and La Salle 
streets in the City of Ghicago. The carpenters 
previously employed by us have struck and left 
work. We have since then employed about a 
hundred other carpenters, who have famiies to 
support, who are citizens of the ‘ity of ‘Chicago 
and who are anxious to work in order to 6arn 
bread for themselves and their families. We have 
105 more applicants for work and we can give 
work to all of them and-are willi to so do. 
The strikers. however, are patrolling the building 
and are assaulting and beating non-union carpen- 
ters who leave or enter the ‘building; all this 
within a hundred feet of your office and the 
office of the Chief of Police. A few officers have 
been detailed to preserve the peace, but one of 
the officers so detailed has, instead of protecting 
the men in ogs* employ, threatened them with 
violence. 

We do not ask you to side with us as against 
the Carpenters’ Union, but we do ask, as citizens 
of the City of Chicago, that the city government 
will not be used to aid them in any fight that it 
may make aguinst us. We claim the right of 
protection from you and the police, and we re- 

tfully ask you as the Mayor ofthe city and 
chief police officer of the city, whether 
you intend to give us sufficient police pro- 


tection, so that our laborers and mechanics may - 


have free access to and free egress from our 


building, without being assaulted and butchered | 


in the shadow of the City Hall. But we protest 
against the action ofthe police, which, up till 
now, instead of protecting such laborers against 
assault in the public streets of the City of Chi- 
cago, have stood idly by and permitted men to 
patrol the building solely 
driving workmen away who are ‘willing to work, 
when the police well knew that they were there 
for that purpose and for no other. We respect- 
fully ask your Honor to give us” immediate an- 
swer as to what degree of protection. if any, we 
may expect from you, so that we may guide our- 
selves according!|y. 

The strikers are as strong in their con- 
demnation of the police as is Mr. Falkéenau, 
they charging that the police are unduly offi- 
cious to the strikers. Capt. Hayes and his 
officers have been able thus far to quell any 
serious disturbance in the immediate vicinity 
of the building, but. several non-union car- 
penters bave been followed and severely 
beaten while on their way home from work. 

During yesterday there were several confer- 
ences, but no settlement was reached and no 

eneral strike ordered. Messrs. Conmy, 

yan,and Hunter of the Building Trades 
Council had a conference with Mr. Falkenau, 
but came to no decision. The council com- 
mittee will have another conference this after- 
noon at which it is thought a decision will be 
reached. At the afternoon conference Mr. 
Falkenau stated the position of the con- 
tractors to the committee. He said that 
one year ago he made a contract with 
the carpenters for work on the Auditorium 
annex. Work was plenty then, and the car- 
penters broke the agreement in two days and 
forced him to come to their terms. Now, he 
had no contract, workmen were plenty, and 
he was still paying as much as other con- 
tractors. He said if the unions ordered a 
general strike on the Stock Exchange Build- 
ing other proposed buildimgs would not go 
up. Capital would not invest where there 
wasa doubt of the work beimg completed, 
This would mean loss of employment for 
the men, the unions would go - into 
bankruptcy, and iabor would be fight- 
ing itself for a chance to work. 
The committee was asked to consider well 
before it ordered astrike,as the building 
would be completed, union or no union. 


Ultimatum Is Reached. 


In the meantime the ultimatum had been 
passed between the contractors and the Car- 
penters’ Union. This is explained fuily in 
the correspondence. The carpenters wrote: 

Fes. 24, 1894.—Victor Falkenau & Bro.— 
Gentlemen: Yours of 23d received. I have to 
inform you that in justice to our organization 
and in view of the fact that we offered to split 
the difference between 30 and 85 cents per hour 
to Aprill at our meeting of yesterday, we re- 
spectfully decline to concur in your 
arbitrate the matter. oO. WoopBuRy, . 
Chairman United Carpenters’ Council committee. 

To this Falkenau & Bro. replied: 

To United+Carpenters’ Council—Gentlemen: 
In answer to yours of Fel. 24, just received, we 
would say that we still maintain that your de- 
mand of an increase of wages in such times as we 
are at present going through is a very serious 
mistake, and we still stand ready according to 
ours of the 23d inst. to submit the entire matter 
toarbitration and abide by whatever decision 
this arbitration may reach. Yours respectf ully, 

Victor FALKENAU & Bro. 

One feature of the strike is the active ef. 
forts of the strikers to discredit the abilities 
of the men who have remained at work. B 
every possible method the strikers have tried 
to create the impression that the non-union 
men are incompetent and unskilled laborers, 
unable to commana the maximum wages on 
any kind ofajob. The insinuation is indig- 
nantly denied by the men. QOneof them, in 
describing the class of workmen now besieged 
in the building, said yesteraay that out of the 
entire ferce at work not more than eighteen 
were rated as second-class carpenters. 

“There are some of the best and most 
prominent carpenters in the city employed in 
the building,” he said. ‘To give you an idea 
of their ability I only need to say that two of 
them were the builders of the Ozark flats; an- 
other man was a superintendent in the Agri- 
cultural Building and another had a similar 
position in the Horticultural Building at Jack- 
son Park; another carpenter held contracts 
on the construction of the Spectatorium, and 
of my own knowledge I know that forty-three 
of the carpenters at work are competent to do 
any class of work in their trade.”’

PUSH THE FIGHT AGAINST ARTHUR. 
Knights of Labor Charce Him with the 

Failure of Several Strikes. 

Des Mores, Ia., Feb. 24.—[Special.]— 
Grand Master Sovereign left tonight for Min- 
neapolis, where he will begin a speak ng tour. 
The other members of the executive commit- 
tee of the Knights of Labor will finish the 
work of the session Monday. T. B. McGuire 
of Amsterdam, N. Y., member of the commit- 
tee, stated tonight they bad been investigating 
the record of P.M. Arthur of the Locomotive 
Engineers’ Brotherhood and his con- 
nection with the failure of re- 
cent strikes. He said the last 
strike won by the Knights was the Union Pa- 
cific strike in 1884. Thestrike against the 
Gould roads in 1886 and against the New 
York Central in 1890 both failed, as did the 
Reading strike in 1888. He charges that 
Arthur was the cause of the disaster in each. 
He stated the Knights had investigated Ar- 
thur’s finances and had found he is paying 
taxes on $171.000 in Cleveland, besides own- 
ing railroad and other stocks. Mr. McGuire 
gave these facts with the consent of his col- 
leagues for publication and added they pro- 
posed to carry out their tilt with Mr. Arthur. 


Farmers Aid Pottery Strikers. 

East Liverpoon, O., Feb. 24.—[Special.]—The 
pottery manufacturers are trying hard to break 
the strikers’ ranks here, but the men are securely 
organized and assistance is coming from all 
quarters. Thefarmers are aiding them. Wag- 
ons are sent into the country daily to bring in 
supplies they contribute. ’ Wholesale grocers and 
bread and cracker firms of Pittsburg are giving 
freely. The “ bosses’’ are working in their 


potteries playing jack at all trades trying to fill 
orders. 


Molders Refuse a Reduction. 

CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 24.—The controversy be- 
tween the foundry firms and the molders, which 
it was announced had been satisfactorily settled 
a day or two ago, has assumed another phase and 
a long and bitter struggle now seems inevitable. 
The Foundrymen’s Association held a meeting 
last night. Asa result of the conference sight 
foundries will be closed down this evening and 
about 1,500 molders and other workmen bocked 


out untilthe meh agree to accept the reduced 
wages. 


Glass-Werks Shut Dowa, 
Harrvorp Orry, Ind., Feb. 24.—Since the clos 
ing down of the sixty pot tank, operated by the 
Hartford City Glass company, the force on their 
thirty-six pot tank has been reduced one-half. 
Five hundred men are thrown out of work by 
this shut-down. The works will close the entire 
plantina few duys, as will the other factories 

in the belt, aggregating about 200 pots. 


BRICKMEN CONFIDENT OF WINNING. 


Chicago Mannfacturers Say They Will 
Come Out Ahead in Milwaukee. 

Chicago brick manufacturers said yester- 
day that they did not fear the competitive 
tests of their product with that of local manu- 
facturers at Milwaukee, which will be made 
in the latter city Monday. When the bids for 
supplying Milwaukee with sewer brick during 
the coming season were opened Thurs- 
day it was found that Chicago firms’ 
figures were much lower than local dealers, the 
Chicago bid being $7.40, while the lowest one 
from Milwaukee was $7.98 per thousand. 
The point was at once made that the Chicago 
brick were of inferior quality, and the Buard 
of Public Works ordered that all the samples 
be tested before the contracts were let. ** We 
will come out all right in these tests if they 
are fairly made,’’ a Chicago brickmaker said, 
‘* for while our brick are not pretty they are, 
for general use, about the best made in this 
country. You could not sella Chicago brick 
down East at any price. The people wouldn’t 
have such looking brick in their buildings. 
But here, where they have been fully tested, 
architects have pronounced them imcompar- 
able for fimnness and durability. Our Chi- 
cage yards have been sending brick ever 
since last fall to Milwaukee in large quanti- 
ties. They have been selling at $6.25, a price 
which the Milwaukee manufacturers could not 
meet. We have taken all the business away 
from them at Waukesha, and I suppose the 
Milwaukee people are naturally sore at our 
lavasion of their city contracts. They are be- 
hind the times up there in meking brick in 
the mest economical way, and must learn a 
thing or two if they are going to hold their 
own field against Chicago.’ :

Residents of North Clark Street Want 
More Rapid Transit. 

It was said at a meeting held in Hender- 
son’s Hall, Newport avenue and North Clark 
street, last night that within the next week 
the City Council would be petitioned by 
property-holders along North Clark street to 
grant Mr. Yerkes the right to substitute the 
overhead electric trolley system on that 
street for horses. Petitions have been dis- 
tributed at many drug stores, real estate of- 
fices,and grocery storesfrom Diversey street 
to Waneland avenue, and are being rapidly 


signed by persons having frontage on North 


Clark street, asking the Council to permit 
the change. The meeting held last night was 
mainly composed of men favoring the electric 
system. Acommittee which had waited on 
Mr. Yerks two days ago to obtain informa- 
tion as to the proposed substitution of mo- 
tive power reported that Mr. Yerkes 
promised that the work of putting in the elec- 
tric system would be proceeded with as soon 
as the property-holders had given their con- 
sent and the Council had granted its permis- 
sion. He was non-committal as to whether the 
electric trailers would be hauled down town 
by the cable, so that passengers would not 
have to change cars at Dewey court, but he 
intimated that if feasible tim plan would be 
adopted. If not the transfer from one car to 
another would take place under shelter from 
the elements. In the event of the right being 
granted by the Council the old rookery at the 
end of the cable ime will under- 
go a great change. A new building will 
be put up to cover the electric car loop and 
transfer station. A waiting-room will be laid 
out on a portion of the space now occupied by 
the barns. @n the list of those who have pe- 
titioned for the change is the Graceland Cem- 
etery company, through Bryan Lathrop, its 
President, representing 5,450 feet of frontage 
on North Clark street. Others are Dr. Eugene 
S: Talbot, representing 575 feet; Clarence 
Buckingham, 264 feet; Henry J. Peet, 396 
feet; C. J. Hambleton, 300 feet; T. G.

SUCCESSFUL TEST OF ELEVATORS. 


Improved Machines tn the New York Life 
Building Work Smoothly. 

One of the five Crane elevators being put in 
the New York Life Insurance Building at La 
Salle and Monroe strects was subjected to a 
series of tests yesterday to determine if it 
were up to contract requirements. These 
elevators contain several new improvements 
for the safety and comfort of passengers. 
One of these is an automatic stop, 
which prevents jerking in stopping the car. 
Although the car wasrun at full speed and 
the lever allowed to remain wide open the au- 
tomatic device stopped it gradually and 
smoothly in every case. To test the speed and 
capacity 3,000 pounds of iron were loaded in 
the car, with six heavy men, making the load 
at .the most conservative estimate 4,000 
pounds. Several times the trip was made 
and it was found the speed was 400 fecta 
minute. A number of stops were made with 
the heavy load to show the easy starting and 
stopping. finally the. safety appliance 
was tried. Thecar with 3,000 pounds of iron 
and the engineer weighing over 200 pounds 
was taken up to the sixth floor, the lever was 
thrown wide open, and the car was allowed to 
drop as fast as it would. When the car had 
descended to the fifth floor the speed was fast 
enough to cause the governor to throw the 
safety appliance, and the car stopped smooth- 
ly and without’ a jar within four 
feet. Then the engineer unlocked the 
device from within the car, and in half 
a minute was able to descend slowly. Itis 
estimated that with these five high-speed ele. 
vators in use passengers will not have to wait 
more than fifteen seconds for a car.

DR. HARPER’S EIGHTH LEGTORE oN 
“STORIES FROM GENESIS,” 


It Is Prefaced by the Statement That Re- 
ports of His Taiks Have Not Been Au- 
thoritative and the Admission That He 
Himself Could Not Make a Correct Re- 
port of Them=The Deluge Held to Be 
ef Both Sabterranean and € 
Origin=It Was Not Universal. 

Dr. William R. Harper delivered | 

the Memorial Baptist Church the e#@hth lecture 

on the series ‘‘ Stories fram Genesis.”’ Dur- 

ing the course of his remarks Dr, Harper 
entered ai disclaimer against news- 
paper accounts of his lectures, 

He said that any report of his lectures must 

necessarily be unfair and non-representative 

of the thought of the lecturer; that there were 
not three reporters in Chicago who could 
make a correct report of thé same, Further. 
more, that he himself could not do so, and he 
therefore warned his auditora from relying 
upon newspaper accounts, as they were apt to 
be misleading and were. not authorized. 

he lecture was a continuation of the vari- 
ous accounts of the déluge. sacred 
and profane, and was suggestive 
of ‘their probable interpretation as 
viewed in the light of the most approved 
thought and as seen in the results of modern 
scholarship. The lecture recounted the fort- 
unes of Noah as given in the priestly and 
prophetic accounts and_ the stories as given 

He continued in sub- 

stance: Noah, we learn in the Hebrew narra- 

tive, was a just man in his generation. He 

walked with God, This meant that he was a 

righteous man among his contemporaries, 


Not that he was perfect, for the narra- | 


tive itself shows that he was far from 
being perfect, But he was a_ pious 
man and walked with God just as did Enoch 
before him. The times in which Noah lived 
are clearly described, and. the description is 
repeated three or four times. He lived ina 
period of the world’s history when the earth 
was corrupt. Some tell us that the climax of 
all this wickedness was found i 
the coming down to the earth 
angels, the birth of giants, and the 
corruption and degradation which it entailed. 
God’s judgment on account of these times is 
decreed, and man must die, The earth and 
men upon the earth are to be destroyed, 


Causes of the Flood. 


In Noah’s 600th year the deluge comes, 
partly from subterranean and partly from ce- 
lestial sources. The ark in the Hebrew story 
isnotaship. It has nd saile,no oars, The 
word translated from the original means a 
chest. It was something intended to float. 
In the Assyrian story the structure is 
built on the maritime plan. The material of 
which the ark was composed was the material 
out of which the Athenians made coffins and 
the material the Egyptians used in the struct- 
ure of muntmy cases. The exacty dimensions 
are given, and it is stated that the ark reaches 
a height of fifteen cubits above the highest 
mountains, In 1614 &@ Dutchman by the 
nawne of Johnson built a‘ship of the dimen- 
sions of the ark, but found it was a 
ship, if it may be called such, that 
made no progress, although possessing great 
carrying power. Something is told us about 
the light and the inside arrangement of the 
ark in the Hebrew story. It had & window 
system, and was made so that the windows 
could be closed.

TALKING TO CLUB MEN 


WILLIAM EB, MASON MAKES A BREEZY 
SPEEOH ON THE TARIFF. 


Members of the Marquette Hold a Pleas-

Taking 
Judge Chetlain as a text, he expressed the 
opinion that the judicial ermine was not too 
pure to be concerned in politics. Anything 
that concerned the'well-being of every man, 
woman, and child in the country was a per- 
fectly proper thing for a Judge to interest 
himself in, 

The doctrine of a protective tariff, Mr. 
Mason remarked, had in it three fundamental 
principles, The first was that there should be 
on every article manufactured in this country 
a protective tariff equal to the difference be- 
tween foreign and American wages. The sec- 
ond was that articles that could not be pro- 
duced in this country should be admitted free 
of duty. But the third was that when any for- 
eign country discriminated agaiust the United 
States a tariff should be placed on its goods, 
whether they can be made here or not, until 
the discrimination ceased. 

Mr. Mason then proceeded to illustrate the 
immense benefits that had accrued to the 
country fromthe doctrine and practice of 
reciprocity, citing especialiy the cases of 
Cuba and Canada. e latter part of his ad- 
dress was a caustic review of the Wilson bill, 
and particularly of the circular sent out by 
Senator Voorhees to the manufacturers of the 
country to elicit expressions of opinion con- 
cerning the operation of the tariff. The reply of 
Gerts, Lombard & Co. of this city, which Mr. 
Mason read, excited unbounded merriment at 
the expense of Senator Voorhees and the 
Democratic Congress. 

After the speechmaking was over the club 
resolved itself into a caucus for the nomina- 
tion of officers for the ensuing year, and the 
result was as follows: President, Charles U. 
Gordon; First Vice-Presipent, Lloyd J. 
Smith; Second Vice-President, John M. 
Roach; Treasurer, E. G. Paulding; Secretary, 
John J. Arney.

CRUELTIES TO ARKANSAS PRISONERS, 


Little Rock Stirred Over Exposures of In- 
. human Treatment. 

Lrrritzw Roox, Ark., Feb. 24.—[Special,]— 
This community is considerably stirred over 
the expostres made by the county authorities 
today in the treatment of county convicts 
by contractors. Fifty-five convicts were 
brought to the city tonight and lodged 
in the State prison for safekeeping. 
They were the worst specimens of humanity 
seen in this city for years. Some were half 
naked and barefooted and had the appearance 
of not having had a square meal for some 
time. Judge Compton says that fully thirty 
of the convicts were compelied to work in 
their bare feet and scanty clothing and sever. 
al of them were half starved. Deputy Heard 
remarked that some of them had nothing to 
eat for several days except soup which 
he would not have given to his dog.

His 

father was a farmer, and the son worked upon 

the farm for many years until he took it into 

his head to come to the metropolis, Here he 

began at the bottom of the ladder ina _ print- 

ing office. Having mastered the details of the 

business, and by rigid economy accumulated 

an amountof money that seemed large to 

him, he launched from cramped quarters at 

No. 163 William street The New York Family 


Story Paper, which attained an enormous cir- 
culation. 


Mr. Munro afterward constructed a fine 
eight-story building in Vandewater street, 


where his various publications have been put | 


to press. He began the publication, at the 
end of twelve years, of Munro’s library of 
cheap books, and later of Munro’s pocket 
magazine, Itis estimated that Mr. Munro 
amassed a fortune of from $3,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 from his various publications. 
His wife was Miss Henriette Hume of Brook- 
lyn. They had two children, Henry, 10 years 
old, and Norma, 8 years old. 

Mr. Munro was fond of sports @ the turf 
and the water. He owned several good trot- 
ters, and, though a patron of the track, never 
raced any of his horses, which he kept for 
his pleasure only. But it was as an owner 
of fast steam yachts that he became widely 
known. He built the first one, the 
Norma, in 1883. This was a palace, 
150 feet.long. He afterward disposed of 
it and ordered another emaliler fast 
steam launch, the Now Then. The Say When 
and the Henrietta, a little launch that beat 
Jay Gould’s fast yacht Atalanta off Shelter 
Island, followed the Say When. He owned 
also at the time of his death the Norwood, 
with a record of thirty miles an hour, sixty- 
three feet over all and canopy topped, and the 
So So, also a fast little yacht, and the Va- 
moose.

CHANGING THE RULES 


INTERCOLLEGIATE ATHLETIO ASS80- 
OIATION IN SESSION. 


Large Attendance from the Various Col- 
leges at the Annual Meeting in New 
York City=The Hutchinson Matter Sat- 
isfled by a Promissory Note #» Field 
Events to Be Started in the Morning 
Hereafter=Five Men in Each Class to 
Be Left for the Afternoon. 

New York, Feb. 24,—[Special.]—Uausual 
importance was attached to the annual meet- 


ing of the Intercollegiate Athletic Associa-- 


tion on account of the amendments that had 
been proposed. The meeting was at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, and there was a good attend- 
ance of delegates, as well as several repre- 
sentatives from each college not in an official 
capacity. G. Knight B. Wade of Yale pre- 
sided, The following were the delegates pres- 
ent: 

B. H. Snell of Amherst, C. 8. Aldrich of Brown, 
R, Tombs Jr. of the City College, New York ; H. 
R, Kingsley of Columbia, W. P. Nible ef Cornell, 
L. Tracey of Fordham, J. J. O'Neill of George- 
town, R. B. Beats of Harvard, E. G. Smith of La- 
fayette, F. M. Crossett of New York University, 
C.H. Melivain of Princeton, G. S, Ludlow of 
Rutgers, ©. L. Montgomery of Stevens, E. P; 
Pond of Swarthmore, L. C. Baker of Union, 
Parker Freoman of the University of Pennsy)- 
vania, and W.'S. Walcott Jr. of Yale.

Hobart, Lehigh, Trinity, University of 
Michigan, University of Vermont, and -Will- 
iams were not represented, 

The Secretary read the minutes of the last 
meeting and reported that the Hutchinson 
matter, looked upon as a bad debt, had been 
satistied by a six months’ promissory note. 

Then followed the amendments to the con- 
stitution, the first of which was one proposed 
by Yule to Art. 15, which formerly read: 

No one shall represent any college or universi- 
ty as acompetitor at intercollegiate meetings 
who has not been a member of that coliege or 
nniversity in good and regular standing for at 
least one college year prior to that meeting. 

This was changed, after considerable dis- 
cussion, so as to read: 

, Seandane prior to the preceding 15th day of Oc- 

) r. 

It was proposl first to make the last clause 
read: 

For the entire portion of the college year prior 
to said meeting. 

But this was attacked so strongly by Frank 
Ellis of the University of Pennsyivania that 
the amendment to the amendment was car- 
ried unanimously. The next amendment, pro- 
posed by Harvard, was toadd the foilowing 
sentence to Art. 8: 

The field events shall be started in the morning 
at 10 o clock and continued until not more than 


‘five men are left to compete in the afterngon. 


Trials for 440 yard dash shall be run ino the 
morning. 

It was adopted after considerable discussion 
by Wheelwright and Lee of Harvard, Sherrill 
of Yale, Ellis of the University of- Penn- 
sylvania, and Mackey of the University 
of Pennsylvania. The main objection to the 
amendment seemed to that some 
of the delegates thought that the public would 
protest. ‘They all agreed that the games as 
they now stand are too iong for one after- 
noon, but had various opinions as to the best 
reinedy. Mackey in a telling speeeh said the 
runners had to be considered as well as the 
public, and quoted Vanderbilt as saying, ‘*‘ The 
public be d—d,’’ which, he said, has given 
Chauncey Depew a job ever sitice. 

A new by-law was then presented by the Sec- 
retary, which he said was — necessary 
on account of the Hutchinson®tase. It read: 

No member of the Executive committee or del- 
egate representative shall receive any monetary 
consideration for services rendered to the associ- 
ation. 

This was adopted without a dissenting vote. 
The next amendment was to Art. 6, proposed 
by Princeton, and carried without discussion. 

The position of the two-mile bicyele race final 
on the program shall be ehanged from Event 12 
to Event 14; and the trial heats of the 220-yards 
dash from Event 12 to Event 14. 

Then followed two more amendments from 
Harvard. The first was to Art: 9, by adding 
to the last sentence: ‘ : 

But in all races requiring more than one heat 
he shall see that no second man shall be debarred 
from a chance to qualify for the finals. 


The second amendment was to Art. 19, by | 


changing the first sentence so as to read: 

The hammer head shall be a metal sphere; the 
handie may be of any material and the combined 
length of the head and handie shail be aot more 
than 4 feet and the combined weight shalt not be 
less than sixteen pounds. 

Also-by inserting after the provision that 
‘the hammer shall be thrown froma circle 
seven feet in diameter ’’ the following sen- 
tence: | 

In making an attempt a competitor may as- 
sume any position he pleases. 

And by siriking out the provision that 
** lifting from the ground the foot nearest the 
circumference of the circle while the hammer 
is in hand.’ Both these amendments were 
adopted, 

Then foliowed a discussion on the attitude 
of the L, A. W. towards the association, the 
upshot of which was that a resolution was 
passed empowering the Executive committee 
to cut out Art. 30 and substitute whatever it 
saw fit. It was also instructed to. see the L. 
A. W. and try to come to an amicable arrange. 
ment. 

The Treasurer then presented his report, 
stating the receipts to be $5,025 and the ex- 
penditures $3,614. The surplus was divided 
between the clubs that took part in the games, 
The following officers were elected: 

President, H. M. Wheelwright of Harvard; 
Vice-President, Barnes of Swarthmore; Secroe- 
tary, E, P. Arnold of Cornell; Treasurer, L. Tra- 
cey of Fordham; Executive committee, H. A. 
Mackey of the University of Pennsylvania, G. K. 
B. Wade of Yale, E. A. Rungnist of the C. C. 
N. Y., and Fred M. Crossett of the University of 
New York.

MADDENED BY A BULL, 


WHY THE A. P. A. ROUGHT ARMS FOR 
DEFENSE. 


Full Text of the Forged Encyclical of Pope 
Leo in Which a General Massacre of 
“ Heretics” in the United States Is Com- 
manded=—Proposed Slaughter to Take 
Place at the Time of the Catholic Con- 
gress in Chicago—Dated at St. Peter’s 
and Full of Incongruities. 


Totzpo, O., Feb, 24.—[Special.]—Those 
persons in this city who 1re directly nterestej 
in the troubles between the A. P. A. and the 
Catholics are ‘sleeping on their arms,”’ 
There have been no outbreaks. 

There has been much inquiry ag to why the 
members of the association supposed that it 
was necessary to arm against the Catholics, 
and the reason is found in a document which 
has been widely- circulated in the order 
throughout the United States, purporting to 
be the translation of the Latin original of an 
encyclical from Pope Leo, issued Christmas

‘*Eneyclical of His Highness, Pope Leo 
XIIL., by divine Providence Pope—To the 
Jesuits, patriarchs, primates, Archbishops, 
and other ordinances in peace and commu- 
nicn with the Apostolic See of the entire 
world: For the temporal reign of the future 
Popes in the land discovered by Christopher 
Columbus, known as the United States of 
America, venerable brethren, greeting and 
the apostolic benediction. Leo, Bishop and 
servant to the servants of God, be it re- 
membered by posterity that he who is 
omnipotent in heaven and on earth 
hath confided his churéh, which is one, 
holy, Catholic, and apostolic, and out of 
which there is no salvation, to one man upon 
earth—namely: to Peter, Prince, and Apos- 
tle, and to the Bishops of Rome, his success- 
ors, with full power to rule over it. This 
Pontiff alone has been constituted head over 
all nations and kingdoms.and invested in 
power to destroy, to separate, and scatter, 
and to subvert, to plant, to build up, to link 
together by mutual charity, in order to pre- 
serve the faithful in the spirit of unity and 


surrender them whole to their Savior. In 
order to fulfill the duties imposed 
on us «by the divine goodness we 


labor incessantly to maintain the unity of the 
Roman Catholic religion, which God has vis- 
ited with heavy conflicts, tothe end that his 
own may be tried and for. owr correction, but 
the numbers and the powers of the wicked 
have so far prevailed that no portion of the 
earth has escaped their attempts to propagate 
their infections and detested degmas, being 
supported among others by the slave to every 
species of crime. 


Worst Enemy of the Church. " 
“The American Republic, under Protest- 


ant rules, is the worst enemy of the 
church where security is offered. This 
republic, having seized the 


lands discovered by Christopher Columbus, 
a Roman Catholic, and usurped the authority 
and jurisdiction of the supreme head of the 
church, the Catholies have been oppressed and 
the preachers of iniquity estabtished. The 
sacrifice of the mass, prayers, fastings, 
abstinence, celibacy, and all the rights of 
Catholicity have been ignored by Pro- 
testants, The United States has been filled 
with books containin the most flagrant 
heresies, of which the otestant version of 
the Bible is chief. And not content with 
adopting its false and impious doctries, 
proselyting has been resorted to to turn the 
Catholics from the one true church. The whole 
Roman Catholic hierarchy and priesthood 
of the world have been deprived of their liv- 
ings by the Protestant hereties of America.

The Lords may yet have reason to be grate- 
ful that they have among them a more cau- 
tious leader than Lord Salisbury. They gave 
way yesterday on most of their amendments 
to the parish councils bill, and it seems to 
have been the Duke of Devonshire who in- 
stilled into his colleagues the spirit of conces- 
sion. The Radicals are disappointed. They 
hoped the Lords would be stubborn and sup- 
ply their opponents with another grievance. 
It is true Lord Salisbury does not retire with 
a very good grace. He does not shine in re- 
treat.

But it seems agreed on both 
sides that after yesterday’s concessions the 
bill is safe. The Lords surrendered the amend- 
ment by which London was put back into the 
hands of the vestries. The provisions of the 
bill touching ailotments of guardians and 
other points, which to the Radical mind are 
vital, are restored. They adhere to some 
minor amendments, but there is nothing left 
to fight about. 


Mr. Gladstone’s Condition. 

Dr. Granger has been interviewed with ref- 
erence to Mr. Gladstone’s eyesight, and gives 
a rather confused and troubled contradiction 
to one portion of the account cabled you a 
fortnight ago. He declares, first, that “‘ the 
whole thing is an invention.’ Then he de- 
clares, that it is *‘ almost entirely imaginary,” 
and finally that ‘‘ the statement generally is a 
most exaggerated one.”’ His only specific 
denial is that he was asked to perform an 
operation on Mr. Gladstone’s eyes. That, he 
says, is ‘‘an invention.”’ It may be so, and, if 
so, the question who invented it becomes in- 
teresting. I have laid my dispatch before 
two of the persons present when Dr. Granger 
made his statement. Neither has any correc- 
tion to offer. I do not think either of them 
invented the story about the proposal for an 
operation. | ant 

The existence of the cataracts does not 
seem to be denied by Dr. Granger. He is, 
for obvious reasons, ina delicate position, 
and noone wishes to be hard on him. He 
has thrown some doubt on the question of 
what actually took place between him and 
Mr, Gladstone, but his own first account of 
what took place was substantially and essen- 
tially the account cabled you. 

Anarchist Demonstration Put Down. 

The death of Bourdin remains more or less 
amystery. The police, however, are now 
satisfied that he was bent on mischief and not 
trying to escape or to secrete the bomb which 
killed*him. He was buried yesterday. Mr. 
Asquith seems to have been inclined at first 
to alléw the funeral to be turned into an 
Anarchist glorification. It became evident, 
however, that if the police did not interfere 
the. people would. The feelingagainst anarchy 
and Anarchists happens to be rather strong. 
There would have been a disturbance, prob- 
ably a riot, so the police took charge of the 
proceedings, prohibited the intended pro- 
cession, changed the route of the funeral, sup- 
pressed all speeches, arrested one recalcitrant 
orator, and brought the performance to an 
orderly close. There were sorte significant 
demonstrations. The windows of the Auton- 
omie club were broken and one Anarchist had 
to be protected by the police. It is too much 
to hope that he has a sense of humor. 


Increase of Duty on Wheat. 


an inglorious 


The French Chamber has finally fixed the . 


import duty on foreign wheat at seven francs 
the quintal, as proposed by the Tariff com- 
mittee. This isan increase of 40 per cent 
on the present duty. The debate 
was interesting. Socialism presented itself in 
the person of M. Jauers, with its 
latest scheme for the economical regenera- 
tion of society. ‘The latest scheme proved to 
be the old one that the state should set up a 
monopoly of wheat importing, that middle- 
men should be suppressed, and prices be fixed 
by the state. M. Jauers is a good speaker, a 
rhetorician, a professor, and has that talent 
for epigrammatic paradox dear to the French 
mind; wherefore the Chamher listened to his 
brilliant absurdities. and no less a man than 
M. Léon Say replied to him, and fifty-two 
members voted for his proposal, which was 
rejected by 381 votes. - 

Russia meantime is said to have remon- 
strated against the increased duty andto have 
threatened retaliation on French imports. 
This, if true, dia not prevent the Chamber 
from voting%the increase by 371 to 172. The 
English, to whom any form of protection isa 
red flag, describe the present measure as fat- 
uous foolishness, a phrase well calculated, 
like some of those addressed to America, to 
promote international good feeling. 

Great Deficit in Italy. 

Sig. Sonnino’s budget statement and pro- 
posals are sufficiently startling. He owns to 
a deficit of $35,000,000. He proposes to 
meet it by economies of $5,000,000 in the 
public service and fresh taxes to yield $20,- 
000,000, the balance to be obtained by con- 
version of the Ifalian 5 per cents into new 4 
per cent gold stock for foreigners and 444 
per cent currercy bonds for Italians, both 
freé from taxation. The general criticism on 
this scheme is that it pays too much regard to 
bourse and banking influences and too little 
to thedistresses of the Italian people. The 
English Stock Exchange thought so well of 
the scheme as to buyJtalian rentes freely, 
and to some extent sustained the price against 
the French selling, which was due quite as 
much to political hostility as to financial 
reasons. Whether Italy can or will endure 
$20,000,000 of fresh taxation is a question. 
Sig. Sonnino and Sig. Crispi think it can, at 
any rate must. It is their business to know, 
and they mitigate the severity of these new 
burdens by some popular concessions, €s- 
pecially the abolition of the government octroi 
duty, which is odious and was one pretext for 
disturbance in Sicily; but Sig. Crispi is play- 
ing for high stakes. It is sig nificant that his

The most that 
can be said is that the situation in Italy 1s not 
yet hopeless; that if anybody can handle its 
finances it is Sig. Sonnino; and that Sig. 
Crispi fs its best political hope.

The German Emperor’s visit to Prince Bis- 
marck at Friedrichsruhe passed off with every 
mark of good feeling on both sides. It is im- 
mediately followed by the semi-official an- 
nouncement that no politics was talked.

LED INTO AN AMBUSH. 


BRITISH MARINE FOROE SAVAGELY 
ATTAOKED BY SLAVERS. 


Three Officers and Ten Men Fall Wounded 
Unto Death in an Encounter in Gam- 
bia, West Africa—Attempt to Punish 
the Cruel Chief Fodistlah Results Dis- 
astrously to the Landing Party—Native 
Water Carriers Desert After the Marine 
Get Into the Jungle. 


Lonpon, Feb. 24.—Advices from the West 
coast of Africa tell of an encounter between 
a British naval force and slave-traders in 
which three British officers and ten men were 
killed. . 

The dispatches this morning said the cruiser 
Raleigh, 24 guns, 5,200 tons, the flagship of 
the British squadron on that coast, com- 
manded by Rear Admiral Frederick C. Deb- 
ford, and the first-class screw gunboat Wid- 
geon, 6 guns, 805 tons, commanded by 
Lieut.-Commander William J. Scullard, ar- 
rived yesterday at Bathurst, capital of the 
British West African colony of Gambia, and 
the rumor soon spregd that the sailors had 
been badly handled in an encounter with the 
slavers. 

Later it was stated that landing parties 
from theships had been sent ashore in order 


‘to punish Chief Fodisilah, a notorious slave 


dealer who had been carrying off into bond- 
age and severely ill-treating the helpless na- 
tives of a number of villages along that part 
of the coast over which he rules. The British 
sailors are said to have landed in force and 
to have marched inland, where they met with 
severe reverses, losing three officers and ten 
men killed and forty wounded. The landing 
force was composed of men from the flagship 
Raleigh and from the gunboat Widgeon. The 
landing parties went ashore fully equipped 
for a march inland and for remaining 
ashore for some time. Several machine guns 
were taken ashore in the boats and the land- 
ing parties curried provisions tor four days 
and an ample supply of ammunition. A re- 
serve force was left ashore at the landing 
place, which was thoroughly protected by the 
guns of the cruiser and the gunboat. 
Water Carriers Desert. 

After the blue jackets and marines had 
landed the column began its march inland. 
But, owing to the nature of the country 
which the naval detachments had to pass 
through—swampy land. thick bushwood, and 
forest land—the advance party and the flank- 
ing parties were soon compeiled “practically 
to full back upon the main column, which 
pushed forwatd in this manner for the in- 
terior. 

Foralong time after landing and com- 
mencing the march inland little or no signs 
of natives were to be seen; in fact, the coast 
in the neighborhood seemed to be deserted. 
But when the British force had advanced well 
inland and was surrounded bya thickly wood- 
ed country, with rising land on both sides, the 
natives who had been hired to carry the spare 
ammunition, provisions, and water began to 
desert, and eventually the whole lot of them 
disappeared. . 

The British force, however, seems to have 
continued its march inland and to have been 
eventually led into an ambush, for fire was 
suddenly opened upon itfrom all sides, and 
the sailors were routed’ before they were able 
to, make any effective use of the machine 


uhs. 

Chief Fodisilah is a notorious and desperate 
slave owner, well known on the west coast of 
Africa... His force was reported to have been 
small in numbers and to have been only 
armed with primitive rifles. Consequently 
the British landing forces were thought to be 
amply able to cope with the force of the 
slaver. 

This afternoon the Admiralty Department 
admitted that it had received a cable mes- 
sage from Admiral Bedford on board the 
flagship Raleigh, at Bathurst, dated yesterday, 
ana practically confirming all the stories 
circulated in regard to the disaster to the 
British force. : 

Two Villages Captured. 

Admiral Begford in his dispatch said the 
landing force was under the command of 
Capt. Edward H. Gamble and that the car- 
riers by their desertion caused the loss of all 
the spare ammunition taken athore for the 
use of the landing parties and that, in addi- 
tion, the carriers caused the loss of all the 
water supply which had been taken inland. 
Continuing, Admiral Bedford reported that 
the sailors upon reaching signs of a native 
habitation pushed forward and captured two 
villages which were defended by stockades. 

The sailors occupied these two. villages 
throughout the following night, placing the 
machine guns at points of vantage and thus 
making themselves practically secure from 
attack. But the loss of the water supply and 
spare ammunition made Capt. Gamble decide 
to return to the shore with the intention of ré- 
embarking his force. This movement was’ 
commenced early the next morning and the 
column was on its way back when the sailors 
were suddenly attacked on all sides. The fire 
which was directed upon the sailors was so 
severe and the slavers were so well concealed 
in the bush thatthe blue-jackets fell on all 
sides and began to retreat hastily, while car- 
rying their dead and wounded along with them 
so far as possible. 

Lieut. William H. Arnold of the navy and 
Lieutenant of Marines Francis W. Hervey 
were the first two officers killed, and Sub. 
Lieut. Francis W. Meister and ten men soon 
shared their fate. Lieut. the Hon. Robert F. 
Boyle was dangerousiy wounded ana Lieut. 
Herbert J, Savill was seriously wounded. 
Capt. Gamble, Surgeon W. R. Hite, Midship- 
man Arthur Chambers, and forty blue- 
jackets were slightly wounded during the re- 
treat. 

The latest dispatch from Bathurst says the 
marines landed from the warships, and a de- 
tachment from a West [India regiment are 
still missing, and fears are entertained for 
their safety. 

The West India regiment detachment is 
commanded by Col. Corbett and Capt. West- 
moreiand is in command of the marines. The 
natives about Bathurst express the opinion 
that the entire missing force has been de- 
stroyed. The soldiers and marifes still in 
the bush are said to number 200 men. Other 
reports place the number of men at a much 
higher figure. 

Admiral Bedford is said to believe that the 
soldiers. and marines are in strong enough 
force to. take the offensive against the slavers 
and that Col. Corbett has probably engaged 
the forces of Chief Fodisilah and is pursuing 
them. The British Admiral, however, is said 
to be taking steps to seid reinforcements in 
the direction followed by the British column. 


VICTORIA WOODHULL ON THE STAND, 


She Objects to Raking Up the Old Beecher- 
Tilton Scandal, 

Lonpon, Feb. 24.—In the Queen’s bench 
division of the High Court of Justice today 
the case of Mrs. John Biddulph Martin, for- 
merly Victoria Woodhull, against the trustees 
of the British Museum was continued before 
Baron Pollock. 

Sir Charles Russell, the Attorney-General, 
this morning continued his cross-examination 
of Mrs. Martin. Sir Charles Russell asked 
the witness a number of questions in regard 
to the Beecher-Tilton trial and questioned 
Mrs. Martin as to the truth of the storye pub- 
lished in the Woodhull-Claflin’s Journal to the 
effect that the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
dropped on his knees before her, as she was 
seated on a sofa, took her face between his 
hands, and implored{fher to let him off, Mrs.

Sir Charles Russell persisted 
in his question. and finally Mrs. Martin said 
that the scene had not occurred so far as she 
personally was concerned; but, she added,

Considerable amusement was occasioned 
throughout the examination and cross-exam- 
ination of Mrs. Martin by the smart answers 
which she frequently gave to counsel. But 
Mrs. Martin was perfectly cool and collected 
throughout and insisted upon making elab- 
orate replies, which were often disconcerting 


even to such adistinguished cross-examiner as 


Sir Charles Russell. 

Eventually Sir Charles Russell took up a 
book containing extracts from the speeches of 
Mrs. Martin, a book for which Mrs, Martin 
had written a preface, and asked her: ‘“ Can 
you point out a single sentence which repudi- 
ates, before 1881, the filthy passages in 
Woodhull’s Weekly of Nov. 2, 1872?” 

‘* Allow me to state how that work came to 

be done,’’ answered Mrs. Martin, beginning a 
long explunation. After her cross-examina- 
tion Mrs. Martin was reéxamined at length, 
repeating the story of her life, her high aims, 
and ideas. : 
- Mrs. Martin during the course of he reéx- 
amination said she never knew a publisher 
named Branker of New Yurk, and added she 
did not believe such a person existed, Con- 
tinuing the witness said she had never been in 
the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher’s house. 

John Biddulph Martin, husband of the 
plaintiff, was the next witness, and after his 
testimony had been taken Sir Charles Russell 
began his speech for the defense. The case 
was adjouned until Monday. 


Campaign of the Reds in France. 

The Anarchist campaign in France con- 
tinues as it does elsewhere, and the police are 
now the particular objects of attention. An- 
archists, like other criminals, have a dislike 
to the police. They have tried to entrap and 
murder two police commissioners, but suc- 
ceeded only in killing one poor woman and 
wounding others. A number of Anarchists 
have been arrested. It seems doubtful 
whether the right man is among them. 

Zola Turned Down Again. 

The French Academy contained Thursday 
eleven members who think M. Zola ought to 
belong to that venerable institution. They are 
not a majority, and the greatapostle and prac- 
titioner of obscenity in literature was not 
elected. M. Heredia, a French Cuban author 
of one single volume of verses and no more, 
was chosen on the fifth ballot. There would 
seom to be a dearth of deserving candidates, 
and it is now thought that M. Zola, whose 
pertinacity defies all rebuffs, may fill the 
next or some near vacancy. If he does it 
will not much matter who comes in or stays 
out.

DOWN WITH THE REDS. 


THE RABBLE OF LONDON IS THE 
ENEMY OF DYNAMITERS.

Vast Mob Manifests Its Hatred of An- 
archists at Bourdin’s FuneraleWould 
Tear the Bomb-Throwers to Piecese 
Talk of an Early Dissolution of Parlia- 
ment Bosh=Peace of Europe Seems to 
Be Insured by Russo-German Treaty= 
Curio Collectors Defy Hard Times. 

[SPRCTAL CARES.) 

Lonpoy, Feb. 24.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
the New York Times]—It was getting very 
hard to say anything new about the pest of 
anarchism now darkening Europe, or about 
its professors, whose motives are as shadowy 
and processes of thought as elusive as those of 
hoodlums who throw stones through railroad 
car windows. A debtof gratitude ought to be 
expressed to a good many thousands of Lon- 
don workingmen, casuals, loafers, and gen- 
eral street hoi-polloi who yesterday furnished 
an entirely novel aspect of anarchism as it is 
broke in England. 

Fitzroy square, once the abode of the élite, 
now a rather down-at-the-heels sort of place, 
certainly never in its century of existence has 
seen such a vast-crowd as packed it yesterday. 
It is estimated by the police that a crowd 
18,000 strong was intent upon taking part in 
Bourdin’s funeral. That patty was to have 
smashed the hearse, coffin, and mourning 
coaches and followers in an overwhelming 
swoop of popular rage. This savage per- 
formance was prevented by the police send- 
ing the cortége off in another direction, 
while the mob was waiting in the square. 
Even then, and though it went by a route dif- 
ferent from that announced, there sprang up 
every where on the road hundreds of men de- 
termined on a hostile purpose againsti the 
hearse, and the single carriage allowed to fol- 
low it had to be driven ata gallop much of 
the way, pursued by volleys of hoots and 
curses. At several points the police had to 
interfere sharply with clubs to obviate what 
must have been a most grewsome and bar- 
barous scene. 

Anarchists Are Roughly Handled. 

A number of individual Anarchists who 
tried to attach themselves to the procession, 
as well as two groups with red flags, were 
knocked down or pulled under by the excited 
crowd. Nobody tried to guess what me 
of them. A _ well-known half-witted crank 
who tried to make a speech at the grave was 
throttled at the fourth word by the police, 
run out of the cemetery by them, and pro- 
tected by the police from a crowd bellowing 
‘** Hang him!” at the top of their lungs, As 
a fitting finish the grave was guarded all 
night by the police, andisto be so guarded 
in future to prevent spoliation. 

I should say that this demonstration was in- 
finitely more valuable than all the interna- 
tional treaties passible to imagine. Hereto- 
fore no one has been able to tell how far this 
malignant dry-rot which is perverting the con- 
tinental populations had found or was likely 
to find a congenial soil in the London slums. 
Yesterday’s answer was luminous and con- 
clusive in the highest degree. It shows that 
the roughest classes in London are every whit 
as intolerant of bomb-throwing as the shop- 
keepers and bondholders, and that they-will 
be only too glad of a chance physicially’ to 
demonstrate their feelings. 

When one thinks of it this is only what 
might have been expected. London’s crowds 
lack the gayety and sprightliness of conti- 
nental throngs, but instead have a surly sort 
of good nature anda vulgar sense of the 
comic which do not go with tigerish freaks. 
Their riots always end in horseplay. Cock- 
ney humorists get in charge, smash hats, etc., 
are run into the police courts, where extraor- 
dinarily funny old magistrates misunderstand 
all about the case, splutter out lectures on 
things in general, and fine delinquents $2, 
Different Ways to Express Dissatisfaction. 

Nowhere in the world is the difference be- 
tween the estates of the rich and the poor 
more terribly marked than here. There is 
no lack of feeling about the difference either ; 
but it takes itself out in grumbling, or at 
most in voting. The idea of throwing bombs 
is as abhorrent to one side as to the other. 
This self-same rude and sudden but still in- 
vincible good humor, inherent in the English 
lower classes, always turns up at the eleventh 
hour to prevent anything like finality in their 
political fights. No politician ever gets so 
discredited here that, if he shows any sense 
whatever, he cannot get back again into pub- 
lic life. 

Every decade or so elaborate warlike prepa- 
rations are made for smashing the House of 
Lords. Only last week we were chronicling a 
tremendous, imposing muster of Radical 
forees for this very purpose. A stranger in 
England would have thought by the speeches 
and excited editorials that the English aris- 
tocracy must already be feeling the backs of 
their necks. But, pshaw! There was really 
nothing in it, We hear a story, invested with 
a certain air of reality, that the Queen and 
the Prince of Wales became frightened and 
strenuously urged leading peers to avoida 
conflict with the Commons. If it is true it 
shows that the august Guelphic family is still 
insufficiently anglicized to understand the 
people over whom they are called upon to 
reign. 

The Lords needed no such advice. The chief 
thing to learn in being a Lord, it seems, is to 
know when to come in out of the wet. This 
strategic movement in the matter of the par- 
ish councils bill has been executed just as 
foreshadowed in these dispatches a month 
ago. There will be no grand set-to with the 
Lords, simply because it is impossible to in- 
veigle or bully them into holding up their 
hands. 

I think it is true, however, that the Bishops 
in this matter have permanently hurt them- 
selves and their establishment. Even that 
tamest of official sheep, the Daily News, is 
not afraid today to call the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, who owes his miter to Gladstone, 
acontemptible shuffler. There is no doubt 
that the whole hierarchy has made a most 
offensive impression not only on the Radicals 
by their earlier illiberal votes; but on the 
Tories by the mean haste and nervous dis- 
honesty with which later they tried to explain 
why they ran away from those votes. This is 
one of those things which stick in people’s 
memories. 

No Thought of Karly Dissolution, 

Rumors about an early dissolution continue 
to be circulated here and doubtless find their 
way to America. It cannot be too decisively 
stated that they are all pure bosh. They say 
that something is the matter with one of 
Gladstone’s eyes, though the circumstantial 
story of a cataract cabled to America is mer- 
cilessly laughed at by Labouchere in Truth 
and denied vehemently by the men closest to 
Gladstone. Buteven if the aged P remier’s 
eye is quite wrong that surely furnishes 
no reason for having a general election. I 
have heard many things about Mr. Glad- 
stone, but never that the condi- 
tion of his left eye was 4 political 
issue. Even if he should go into quasi-retire- 
ment after the speech he is to make on the 
budget next month, and when able should 
keep away from Westminster during the 
coming fights on the registration, Welsh 
church, and evicted tenants’ bill, it would be

Anarchist fright. Paris sends no news at all 
except of sardine boxes falling when doors 
open and concierges calling the police to ex- 
amine mysterious kettles left in dark hall- 
ways. A trouble of the Latin variety of the 
genus fool has arisen. This fool thinks it 
funny to deposit tomato cans filled with saw- 
dust in stfay corners in order to convulse a 
whole district with terror. Unhappily one in 
twenty of these is not bogus, and this has kept 
excitement about them all at fever heat. 
Many hard things have been said in the past 
about the Paris police, not without warrant; 
but in this most trying and novel ordeal they 
seem to be behaving with remarkable bravery 
and devotion. They think now, or say they 
hink, they have pretty near the whole lot of 
active dynamitards under lock and key. An 
evil feature of the situation remains, however, 
that a considerable fraction of the Paris popu- 
lation openly sympathizes with these mis- 
creants, and La Lanterne, with a host of pa- 
pers less well known, is allowed daily to 
preach the vicious propaganda. 
Guarantee of European Peace, 

Last week’s view of the general European 
situation stands emphasized today—Germany 
and Russia have got close to each other. Their 
treaty of commercial union will certainly be 
ratified in the Reichstag, and the movement 
in trade both ways, which will swiftly follow. 
must be one of the great events of the year. I 
can imagine no more substantial guarantee of 
peace, so far as these two are concerned. 
What elements of uncertainty exist relate to 
individual States as distinguished from the 
issue between the triple alliance on the one 
side and the dual compact on the other. 
Frenchmen, indeed, are beginning to ask 
themselves if that dual compact is not in the 
air altogether. The Russian papers have 
quite changed their tone and speak 
of the Germans, but with 
snappish condescension about France. The 
republic, thus isolated afresh, car’'do nothing 
but put the best possible face on the matter . 
and keep quiet. 

Italy Europe’s Greatest Concern. 

One still feels that Italy is really Europe’s 
greatest concern. Crispi’s financial schemes 
please no one. Perhaps it is hopeless that 
they should, But the angry dissent of the 
German commercial journals shows that he 
has conspicuously failed in that particular 
where his chance of success best lay; that is 
in winning German capital to undertake the 
task of seeing Italy out of its present hole, 
This has not been done. No other 
conceivable quarter offers help, and the 
alternative of increased domestic burdens 
only brings us nearer to that savage storm of 
revolution which every observer of Italy sees 
blackening the sky. But both this impend- 
ing crash of institutions and the chrogic trou- 
ble in Servia may be regarded as cut loose 
from the general European situation and .as 
involving only those immediately concerned. 
The outlook as between the great powers and 
alliances has not seemed so peaceful before 
in the last ten years. 


Egypt No Longer a Factor.

At all events, he has made a complete 
submission to Lord Cromer and is trotting 
along docilely once more in British harness.

SINKING FUND SHORT. 


IT HAS BEEN BORROWED FROM 8YS8- 
_TEMATICALLY FOR YEARS...

Controller Ackerman’s Report Will Show 
$1,400,000 in the City’s Indebtedness 
That Will Need Explanation-—Money 
That Under the Laws and Ordinances 
Should Have Been Reserved to Redeem 
Bonds Has Been Diverted to Other 
Uses=Brennan Ordering Discharges. 


Contreller Ackerman’s report, soon to be’ 


submitted to the Mayor, on the financial 
standing of the city will show a surprising 
shortage in the city’s sinking fund. It will 
show, toc, that at the end of December the 
city was $5,000,000 short. This, however, 
when examined will not be in the least alarin- 
ing. But there will be some unpleasant dis- 
closures. In the indebtedness will figure an 
item of $1,400,000 which will need explana- 
tiou. Under the laws and ordinances of the 
city this amount should be in the sinking 
fund to meet city bonds when they mature. 
The bonds were issued on the pledge that this 
sinking fund should be added to each year. 
The practice for many years has been to bor- 
row from this sinking fund for expenditures. 
At the end of 1893 this sinking fund had 
been entirely depleted. It should amount to 
$1,400,000. Hence the indebtness to this 
amount. 


Strange as it may seem, the practice of bor- 


rawing from this fund commenced as far 
back as 1881. It was borrowed then to show 
asurplusin the City Treasury as_ the result 
of the administration for the two years pre- 
vious. The surplus was a fraudulent one, but 
it was accepted by the people. The trick was 
repeated in 1883, in [885, and in 1887. 
Cregier used up most of this sinking fund be- 
tween 1889 and 1891. The Washburne ad- 
ministration caused the disappearance of the 
balance. 

In this connecfion it is said that there is a 
suin of $449,000 which is not satisfactorily 
accouhted for. The bookkeepers do not ex- 
plain it, nor can the Controller tind any satis- 
factory solution of the problem attaching to 
its disappearance, It is probable that beiore 
the report is made public the Controller will 
make further examibations which maj ex- 
plain: the mystery—for that is what it amounts 
to at the present time.

Patrol Sergeant John T. Baker of the Sixth 
Precinct was weg for conduct unbe- 
coming an officer. e refused to support his 
family. 

Patrolman Bernard Conway of the Twelfth 
Precinct was discharged for’ conduct unbe- 
coming an officer. A few nights ago he be- 
came intoxicated, and while so visited a nuin- 
ber of saloons with a friend and arrested 
several barkeepers, starting them toward the 
nearest police station, but letting them go on 
a promise to ** set up” the drinks. 

Patrolman George W. Jones of the Fif- 
teenth Precinct was intoxicated at the Rock 
Island Depot. The baggage-men did not move 
fast enough to suit him, and he took it upon 
himself to stirthem up. Heis now looking 
for another position. ; 

Patrolman James H. Taylor of the Seven- 
teenth Precinct was discharged for neglect 
of duty and leaving'his post ‘without permis- 
sion. ; 

Patrolman James H. O’Brien of the Nine- 
teenth Precinct was discharged for neglecting 
to pay his just debts within a reasonable 
time. 

Patrolman Joseph A. Hillier of the Twenty- 
eight Precinct was discharged for conduct 
unbecoming an officer, he having too much to 
do with disreputable people. 

Patrolman William: Dinsmoré of the Twen- 
ty-ninth Precinct was discharged on the re- 
quest of his wife, who found upon his person 
letters from other women to which. she took 
exception. , 

Patrolman Edward T. Matthews of the 
Twenty-seventh Precinct was let go for con- 
duct unbecoming an officer. He it was who 
several days ago was arrested for stealing a 
sealskin sacque, — 

Patrolman Frank Hartney of the Forty-first 
Precinct thought to add to his income as a 
police officer by starting a saloon. The Chief 
did not approve of this and the man has now 
only the saloon. 

When it comes to dismissing. men from the 
city rolls. when it is not for cause, Mayor 
Hopkins is likely to discover that he must do 
it all himself. Heads of departments seem 
to have a particular aversion to notifying any 
employé under them that his services are no 
longer necessary, and they show a disposition 
to allow the Mayor to make the selections. A 
point in question has arisen in the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. The street engineers 
number twelve and the rodmen under 
them eighteen. The Finance committee 
in the last appropriation bill 
port recommended the dismissal of 
four engineers and seven rodmen. Supt. 
McCarthy and Commissioner Jones were told 
to at once make the reductions recommended 
by the bill. Mr. McCarthy does not see how 
he can make the selection of four unfort- 
uuates and says Commissioner Jones should 
pick them out. Commissioner Jones says it 
is not his business to do so and that Mr. Me. 
Carthy must.. Mr. McCarthy says he will ask 
the Mayorto do so, Meanwhile all twelve 
engineers and eighteen rodmen are drawing 
their salaries while heads of departments are 
trying to decide whom to do without. 


Medinah Temple Walls Piumb, 


An optical illusion caused the Building De- 
partment avast amount of trouble and work 
yesterday. A number of reports had: reached the 
department that the walls of the new Medinah 
Shrine Building, at the northeast corner of Jack- 
son street and Fifth avenue, were out of plumb.

Inspector 
Genung was detailed to:the work, and found the 
walls out of plumb less’ than one-quarter of an 
inch, less than:the average of ten-story buildings 
in the city, and this new buildingisa fourteen- 
story structure.

Incenaiary’s Torch Again Held Responsi-

The cost of the structure was $618,000 and 
the building was admirably adapted to the 
uses to which it was put. Its interior with its 
tinassive Corinthian columns was most artistic 
and it covered an area of 800 feet in length 
and 500 feet wide. Its floor space was nearly 
nineteen acres.

Harris is a solidly built, well proportioned 
man of 35 years, 6 feet 10 inches in height, 
with heavy black mustache, slightly pro- 
truding chin, rather small red nose, and 
sharp, restless, hazel eyes. He was taken 
from the depot to [aspector Stuart’s office on 
the fourth floor of the Government Building 
and searched. The officers found $1,310 in 
large bills. Part of this money was sewed 
between the cloth and the@ining of the waist- 
band of his trousers and part in his stockings. 
Harris protested against being relieved of so 
much cash, saying that it had not been 
stolen. 

The young man’s father, John J. Harris of 
Jonesboro, ee was there to meet him; so 
also were D, C. Harr, Postmaster at La 
Salle, Ill., and William Pfundler, Assistant 
Postmaster at Aurora, who were brought in 
to identify him. Father anuason had a long 
and earnest conversation. The prisoner was 
questioned, but declined to talk to reporters 
for the reason, he said, that the stories al- 
ready published did him great injustice. 

“What were you going to do with the 
money obtained on forged postoftice orders?’’ 
was asked of him. 

*T have already pleaded not guilty to that 
charge and don’t care to say anything more 
about it.”’ 

Harris said -he was in the service of the 
United States Postal. Department at New 
York City for fifteen years and was removed 
by the present administration to make room 
for a friend of the new Postmaster. In reply 
to the query as to whether he was a Repub- 
lican or Democrat he exclaimed: ‘‘I am not 
actively engaged in politics at present.” 
Harris’ Interesting Career. 


The story ‘of Leroy Harris’ brief career as 
an obtainer' of money by fraudulent means, 
his capture,'and the thrilling incidents con- 
nected therewith, is interesting. He operated 
through Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois. Getting 
possession of forged money orders for $100 
each to the number of sixteen he cashed them 
at Canton, Mansfield, and Lima, O., and Fort 
Wayne and Valparaiso, Ind., and Aurora, Ot- 
tawa, and La Salle, Iil. He cashed two in 
each place. The last four were cashed Jan. 
11 at Aurora at 8 o’clock in the morning and 
at La Salle at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
First reports were to the effect that in ail he 
had cashed thirty-one of these orders, but 
later developments show that he had 
a confederate, who, in the same man- 
ner and at the same time, defrauded 
the postoffices out of like sums—$200 each— 
at Newark, O., Decatur, Springfield, Peoria, 
Bloomington, Streator, and Joliet, Ill. The 
confederate has not been caught. 

Jan. 11 the forgeries were discovered and 
made known to the authorities at this city 
and Cincinnati. Inspectors A. R. Holmes 
and Lawrence Letherman of the Cincinnati 
district and Inspector Stuart of Chicago 
started in pursuit. They knew that 
the forged orders had been made out 
in the name of William H. Clark, supposedly 
by W. Dugdale, Postmaster at Norton 
Heights, Conn., and that the forger, whoever 
he was, walked with a slight limpin his left 
leg. Two weeks ago today Inspector Lether- 
man went to Buffalo. N. Y., and took up-a 
position in the postoffice to watch. The fol- 
lowing Saturday morning Harris walked in to 
get letters and was arrested. Harris was 
taken to the office of United States 
Commissioner Joseph L. - Fairchilds and 
while Letherman had his right hand elevated, 
swearing to the information, the prisoner 
pulled a revolver out of his pocket, made all 
in the room throw up their hands, Letherman 
having to put up only one more, walked out, 
locked the door behind him, and “ scooted for 
Canada.,”’ 

Within an hour Harris ‘had crossed the 
border into Canada. Telegrams announcing 
his escape had gone ahead of him. He 
stopped at Clinton where a police officer 
named Griffin recaptured him. He had $12 
in his pocket and before agreeing to 
be put in charge of the American authorities 
consulted a lawyer. This lawyer took. his 
$12 and advised him to return. He was taken 
back to Buffalo Saturday night and Monday 
was arraigned before Commissioner Fair- 
childs, who held him to the United States 
District Court for the Northern District of 
Illinois in the sum of $10.000. 

Postmasters Harr and Pfandler of La Salle 
and Aurora both identified Harris as soon as 
they saw him yesterday as the man for whom 
a orders in the name of W. H.

Harris received an appointment as a postal 
clerk fifteen years ago from Newman, Iil., 
through the~ig fluence of Congressman Joseph 
Cannon, At the New’ York office he was 
spoken of to) Inspector Letherman as one of 
the best menAn the service, and it was said 
he could do more work than any two men 
there. At the time of hid dismissal he was the 
assistant superintendent of mails. He claims 
to have wealthy and influential friends who 
will get him out of his present trouble. When 
the grand jury reconvenes to hear the inter.

to Hundreds of Women—Persons Inter- 
ested Cordially Invited to Attend Meet- 
ings at Room 29 Athenzum Building=

tee and Its Field of Operations. 

A sewing room’ was opened at the Atheneum 
Building Dec. 8 with twenty women working. 
In a few days the number had increased’ so 
that it was necessary to look for larger quar- 
ters.. A large room was found on the seventh 
floor of the New Era Building, and seventy- 
five women were putdo work. The space was 
soon jncreased, until now over 300 women 
are being employed. This is the main work 
room of the association, there being branches 
at No. 80 Elm street, No. 197 Oakwood 
boulevard, Mending Bureau at No. 560 Wa- 
bash avenue, Englewood, Mosely Mis- 
sion, and Railroad Chapel. Mose- 
ly Mission is mothered by 
Dr. McPherson’s church; Railroad Chapel 
by Dr. Barrows’ church. The Emergency 
Association is composed of thirty-four differ- 
ent women’s clubs and each sends its repre- 
sentatives to the meetings, which are held at 
Room 29 Athenzeum Building Saturdays at 
half past 2.

In this school to teach the hand in unison 
with the head was the moving purpose. The 
building has three floors above the basement. 
The first floor contains the work and school 
rooms. Here are gathered together daily 
sixty or séventy children of all nations (the 

reater part Germans), and of all aegrees of 
ntelligence, between the ages of 4 and 10, 
and taught to read, write, spell, and figure a 
little, with kindergarten additions. They are 
aided with clothing when in need, are kept 
warm, and seem as happy as larks. Here 
their hard worked mothers can safely feel 
they are learning something and kept. off the 
street. 

The second floor is reserved for a nursery, 
where the children of day laboring women 
are taken in early in the morning. washed, 
fed, rocked, and comforted until reclaimed at 
night by their.mothers.. These babies laugh 
and cry just like the babies in better homes, 


their needs being almost as carefully provided ° 


for. As thany as twenty are often found here, 
sleeping in cradles, trundied about in’ car- 
riages, or playing a ae the floor with charity 
toys. No Phil is allowed to go scantily clad, 
and if sick is nursed tohealthagain. ‘This de- 
partment shows the sympathy and disposition 
of the women of Unity Caurch to aid, in the 
most practical way, their more unfortunate 
sisters. 
Sewing School Maintained. 


A third department of the institution isa 
sewing aan eomposed of forty or fifty 
young girls, which is opened . every Saturday 
morning at 9 o’clock. Work is prepared by 
the matron and an assistant during the week, 
and instruction is given by the wom- 
en of Unity Church, with few ex- 
ceptions. The rudiments of threading needles, 
using thimbles, sewing ** overhand, * run- 
ning,” ‘back stitching,’ and ** hemming 
being mastered perfectly, these little girls are 
given muslin to make a chemise, an apron, or 
petticoat, and are taught how to make it. If 
the work is weli done they are given the gar- 
ment. In this way they are stimulated to do 
their best. and some children have nearby 
clothed themselves this hard winter by the 
work of their own hands. When their fingers 
are tired work is laid aside for ten nrinutes, 
the piano is opened, and away they go in 
pairs to the tune of the ** Blue.Danube”’ or 
the ** Girl I Left Behind Me.”’ 

A fourth division is tne dressmaking school. 
As the children in the sewing school advance 
they are admitted to this room. A lady of 
wide philanthropy and most practical views 
purchases the material, which-is of good qual- 
ity, appropriate, and pretty, and, selecting 
fifteen of the best sewers, has them neatly 
fitted for a dress by her owh dressmaker. 
Each girl is to have that pretty dress when 
perfectly made! Nosewing machine is allowed 
to aid her, and not a shiftless stitch 
to remain. These girls are regular attend. 
ants at che public sehools, but only those of 
poor parents are, given clothing. After two 
or three seasons these young. dressmakers, 
through the furmation of industrious habits 
and painstaking care, are competent to enter 
an‘establishment upon wages enough to sup- 
port themselves, or, if destined to a happier 
lot, to dispatch their own family sewing with 
neatness and economy. This unique and 
most praiseworthy division is under the 
conscientious and persevering care of Miss 
French. 


For Wives of Unemployed Men. 


A fifth department has been added this win- 
ter owing to the lack of employment for men 
with families. The wives and mothers are 
provided with a warm room and given plain 
sewing to do at 50 centsaday. The daily 
average given work within the last month has 
been seventy-five—some too wretched almost 
to sew from weakness and hunger. A lunch 
is furnished at noon and when any are 
found thinly clad thé ladies of Unity 
Church scurry abéut and supply the de- 
ficiency. This room is "under the superin- 
tendence of the Woman’s club. the Lake 
View club, the Ladies’ Aid Society of Unity, 
and a few outsiders. Snow or sleet, rain or 
shine, some two or three women of these or- 
ganizations are there iv the morning to give 
out the work, to see that it is well done, to re- 
lieve. pressing needs, and, best of all, to add a 
sympathizing word to the desponding and 
heart-sore. The expense of this branch is 
borne mostly by the Central Reiief Assovia- 
tion, and the articles made returned to it for 
distribution. 

A sixth department. connected with the In- 
dustrial School, is Unity Church’s Aid So- 
ciety, meeting every Tuesday in the lecture. 
reom of the church. Here a lunch is served 
by the members. and the women. sew all day 
for the poor. So far this winter over 400 
pieces of work have been finished and dis- 
tfibuted among the needy of the North Side; 
bed comforters, dresses, aprons for children, 
babies’ outfits, mothers in confinement sup- 
plies, and every garment needed by a desti- 
tute family of young children. The material 
is purchased from dues of meinbers, to which 
isadded money from fairs, musicales, dra- 
matic entertainments, and the Sunday con- 
tribution in the church. The expense of car- 
rying on the Industrial School is about 
$2,000 a year. 

In thus giving a detailed statement of the 
manner of conducting this noble charity it is 
hoped that new-comers in Chicago, with a 


surplus of this world’s goods, or those whose . 
,time is not all taken up with family and so- 


ciety and who are looking for an opportunity 


| to do charitable work, will come forward and 


give the women of. Unity Church a “ rest.”’ 
Some of these women have not had a vaca- 
tion for eighteen years. Mrs. Lucy Furniss 
has not had a Saturday to herself for ten 
years, Mrs. Brewer for twelve or fourteen, 
and Mrs. Shaffner for .five. Mrs. Haywood, 
Mrs. Hosmer, Mrs. Frey, Mrs. Ingliss, Mrs. 
Harmon, Mrs. Adams, and many others have 
‘served time’’ without a, murmur. of com. 
plaint. Ali deserve a diadem of glory for 
the zeal and’energy with which they have and 
oar performing their heaven-appointed 
work. 


BRICKLAYERS AND MASONS FIX WAGES. 


Joint Beard of Arbitration Decides on 
Fifty Cents Per Hour. 

The Bricklayers and Stonemasons and Chi- 
cago Mason and _ Builders’ Associations, 
through their joint Board of Arbitration have 
completed the arrangement of the working 
rules for 1894. The wages per hour remain 
the same as for the last five years—50 cents 
an hour. 

As compared with other factors in’ the 
building: business it was found beyond ques- 
tion that the amount of mason labor required 
in the modern building of today was small, 
the result being the fact of the bricklayer and 
stonemason being idle on the average nearly 
50 per cent of the working days 
in the year. Compared with the cost of liv- 
ing and the constant changes in the methods 
of construction of building necessitating in- 
creased enforced idieness, it was found that 
many branches of unskilled labor were far 
better remunerated. 

The cost of transportation to and from 
labor was found to be a large item, ranging 
all the way from 10 to 50 cents aday. Com- 
pared with other cities it was developed that 
the bricklayer was hardly as well. paid, every- 
thing considered, as his fellow-craftsman: in 
many smaller cities. 

Some valuable improvements were made in 
the rules governing apprentices both as to 
employer and apprentice as well as journey- 
man. The matter of subcontracting brick 
work was investigated and the evidence pro- 
duced proved that not only ote the em- 
ployer and journeymen interests affected, but 
the owner in the end was the greatert sufferer, 
the profit for an extra contract causing a 
slighting of the work somewhere. 

udge Hanecy, who was umpire in:the de- 
liberations of two bodies, pacama, deeply 
interested in the probiem and devoted all his 
spare time toa thorough inquiry as. to the 
facts.

STATUTE HAS NO EX-POST FACTO EFFECT 


Judge Gibbons Decides Question Affecting 
Judgment Suits in Cirouit Court, 

Judge Gibbons yesterday rendered a de. 
cision affecting suits cominenced in the Cir. 
cuit Court on judgments rendered by a Justice 
of the Peace. The case before the court was 
anordinary assumpsit suit commenced by 
Nellie A, Bradley against Richard Lall for 
$112 before J ustice Russell, which was . de- 
murred to by the defendant on the ground 
that the suit was not brought properly. Prior’ 
to 1891 suits might be commenced ona judg. 
ment rendered by a Justice in ye Circuit 
Court at any time within five years from the. 
rendering of the judgment. In 1891 the Leg- 
islature passed a law providing that suits 
might be commenced on Such judgments at 
any time within ten years. The question for 
decision by Judge Gibbons was whether or 
not this statute applied to judgments ren- 
dered before its enactment, but which had not 
then expired by limitation of the previous 
law.

Ex-President Harrison to Start Tomorrow 
for California. 

Inp1aNAPoLis, Ind., Feb... 24.—[Special,}— 
All arrangements for ex-President Harrison’s 
California trip are complete and he will leave 
Monday noon in a private Pullman coach 
provided for the occasion. The party will 
include, besides Mr. Harrison, his daughter, 
Mrs. J. R. McKee, with her two children, 
Benjamin and Mary, the Rev. M: L. Haines 
of the First Presbyterian Church, and -Mr.

Southern Pacific Stubbornness Answered 
in a Startling Way—Reduction of Three- 
Fifths in the Price of Straight Tickets 
‘and Nearly One-Half on Round Trips=— 
Intimation That the ’Frisco Will Not 
Be DivorcedeRock Island Replies to 
Union Pacific Allegations. 


Actual hostilities between the Santa F6 and ‘ 


Southern Pacific railroads were begun yester- 
day. For more than a week the Santa Fé has 
made efforts to induce the Southern Pacific to 
rescind its order not to allow tickets to be 
‘gold over the Santa Fé via Barstow and Los 
Angeles to San Francisco and made several 
offers to compromise the matter so as to 
prevent a passenger rate war if possible, 
But the Southern Pacific people persistently 
refused to budge from the position they had 
previously taken. 
yesterday from the Southern Pacific, sgging 
the boycott of the Santa Fé on San Francisco 
business via Los Angeles would be-put in ef- 
fect March 1 whether it caused a war 
in rates or not.

TAKING DOWN BOARD OF TRADE TOWER. 


a peeway & 
How the Work Is to Be Done It Will Be- 
gin Tomorrow. 

The work of taking down the Board of 
Trade tower will begin tomorrow morning. 
The officials hope to have the changes com- 
pleted by May 1, but it is said if the last seaf- 
folding is removed by June 1 the board will 
be fortunate. C. H. Rutan, the architect who 
planged the changes, returned to Boston, last 
night. The first thing to be done will be the 
erection of a big protection over the skylight 
above the main floor of the board, and a protec- 
tion will also be built over the-gjdewalk. In ad- 
dition to thisthere will bea large platform fif- 
teen feet wide constructed entirely around the 
tower. ‘This is to guard against .the possibil-

ity of any of the material getting away from 
the workmen and crashing down through the 
skylight. The most danger is from the slate 
on the roof of the tower. As soon as the 
top one is taken off the rest become loosened, 
agd a’ slight gust of wind might send 
a shower of slate down on the traders. The 
gilded schooner at the top of the flagstaff on 
the tower will come down first. R. P. La- 
mont of the contracting firm of Shailer & 
Schniglau, which will do the work, said yes- 
terday that the removal of theship wus the 
most difficult féat of all. Whe schooner is of 
iron and is eleven feet long, being at the top 
of a hollow iron flagstaff six inches in diam- 
eter and fifty feet high. He had spent much 
time instudying how it was to come down, 
He has decided to begin in the tower about 
ten feet below the apex and remove the roof 
and frame work. Upon this space a- derrick 
will be erected, one arm of which will reach 
up tothe ship. Sailors will then be sent a loft 
to attach the derrick to the ship and flagstaff. 
No attempt will be made to joosen the ship 


from its flagstaff, but they will be lowered 


in one piece. After itis down tne schooner 
will be newly gilded and be placed in the ex- 
change room as a souvenir of the lost tower. 
The heavy bell which has been striking out 
the hours these many years will be lowered 
from its place in the tower to the seventh 
story. The next thing to come down will be 
the clock, which will be placed about the 
level of the present roof. The diameter of 
It is all right 
where it is, but when it gets 100 feet nearer 
the sidewalk it will look like a small farm, 
and’a dial of about half that diameter must 
be used. Practically no new material will be 
required in the changes. Everything will be 
cleaned off down to a line some thirty 
feet below the present. dial. n 
the old . material which formed the 
construction of the tower above the roof will 
be replaced at the roof level. The Board of 
Trade appropriated $30,000 for the change, 
and this is about the amount of the contract. 
** From rough estimates I have made,’’ Mr. 
Lamont said, “I should say that the weight of 
the tower will be reduced between 6,000,000 
and 7,000,000 pounds by these changes.

to Buffalo at 2 3-4 Cents. 2 

Vessels to carry 800,000 bushels of corn 
were chartered Friday and yesterday. Ar- 
mour & Co. were credited with taking most of 
the boats in order to relieve their elevators. 
The business was done at 2% cents a bushel, 
including winter storage and freight to Buffa- 
lo at the opening of navigation next spring. 
This was a drop of a quarter of a cent since 
the last batch of boats were placed. There 
have been chartered in Chicago during the 
winter 135 vessels for grain, and it is estimat- 
ed that there is now capacity for about 
3,000,000 bushels of grain yet to be provid- 


ed for. Ten large steamers-still have their 


cargoes of coal on board which they brought 
up last fall, the consignees ha had no 
room on their. docks for the coal. Never in 
any previous winter has there been as much 
coal on the docks at the end of February as 
there is now. Owners of the delayed boats 
are becoming anxious to have them unloaded, 
but there is nothing to do but wait, as the 
charters read: ‘ To be delivered at consign- 
ees’ convenience.” *

ENJOYMENT IN A CHAFING-DISH SUPPER, | 


IS UNJUST TO WOMEN. 


MONA OAIRD CONDEMNS THE MODERN 
SYSTEM OF MARRIAGE 


An Informal and Delightful Way of Pay- 
ing One’s Dinner Debts. 

She who has a hospitable soul, a small 
| apartment, and an indifferent cook or no cook 
at all need no longer stifle her entertaining in- 
stincts or even limit their expression to the 
dispensation of afternooa tea and wafers. She 
need no longer fret at the thought of lunch- 
eons eaten and unreturned and dinners de- 
voured and not paid back. A chafing-dish 
luncheon or supper is among the possibilities 
of her position and a properly managed chaf- 
ing-dish banquet is something long to be re- 
membered, says the New York World, 

The first necessity is the chafing-dish, which 
may be purchased in fin, brass, copper, agate 
ware, plated and solid silver. The more mod- 
est ones are quite reasonable, costi not 
more than $5 or thereabouts. When she has 
made this purchase, diligently studied the 
rules which accompany it, and made one or 
two private experiments she is ready to send 
out her invitations. On the day of her feast 
she should procure some crisp, delicious heads 
of lettuce, a cheese, order ices from the con- 
fectioner, provide herself with lobster, French 
chops, French peas, and a jar of beef extract, 
Then she is ready to begin operations. 

An hour before the banquet she should place 

her lettuce in ice water, taxing it up ahd dry- 
‘ing each leaf tenderly just before supper. 
Before her piace at the table the chafing-dish 
should be set and the guests should come in 
to find bouillon cups grouped about it. Water 
should be boiling within and a proper mixture 
of beef juice and boiling water made in each 
cup. While this is being passed and served 
the hostess may begin to prepare her lobster 
Newburg. 

The meat should have been cut into small, 
delicate slices, Four tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter should be put in the dish, and when that 
melts the lobster should be added.’ It should 
cook slowly for five minutes; then two table- 
spoonfuls of brandy, two of sherry, two tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, a quarter of a teaspoonful 
of pepper, anda slight grating of nutmeg 
should be added. When it has siramered five 
minutes longer the well-beaten yelks of four 
eggs and haif a pint of cream should ‘be 
poured over the mixture, After a minuteand 
a half of stirring, the lobster is ready to 
serve. The servant should then take the 
chafing-dish out for repairs, and return it in 
time to cook the Frénch chops. The ‘peas 
must have beeu cooked outside over a conven- 
ient gas jet, if no better way is possible. De- 
sicious French or German bread should be 
served with both these courses. 

Then the chafing-dish should disappear and 
the lettuce be brought in. A French dressing 
tossed up at the table is the bestand most eas- 
ily made accompaniment for this, and cheese 
should also be served. Then the confection- 
er’s ices should be brought on, and while they 
are being consumed coffee may be made in a 
Russian coffee-pot, and will be ready to pass 
im mediately. 

The delightful informality of one of these 
feasts, where the cooking is done before the 
eyes of the guésts, 1s hard to describe. ‘There 
is no end to the dainties which may be pre- 
pared on a chafing-dish, and oysters, shrimps, 
croanettes, and pates and all sorts of delica- 
“em may vary the bill of fare as set down 

ere. 


The English Leader in Social Reform Can 
Find Nothing Good in Existing Institu- 
tions=-Matrimony Reduces Wives to 
Practical Slavery by Denying the 
Mother's Right te Possession of Her 
Children=How the Millennium Can Be 
Brought About. 


New York, Feb. 22.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—In an interview on the subject of 
modern marriage conducted through the me- 
dium of the post Mrs. Mona Caird?the English 
leader, has recently expressed her opinions 
freely. Among other things she says: 

‘I domot admit that the present marriage 
isa contract atall, If two persons desire to 
marry they have to take the terms of the so- 
called contract as they find them, though they 
may both strenuously object to them or think 
them unfair or degrading. Untless — they 
choose to submit to these terms they 
must part or brave social ruin. A true con- 
tract, on the contrary, implies that the 
parties to the bargain make their own terms, 
if they please. The marriage system as it 
stands, moreover, is not only guilty of this 
tyranny of forcing a bargain at the point of 
the bayonet, so to speak, but the yoke which 
begrs on both victims does not bear equally 
on both. The system which demands of the 
wife complete surrender of her lif¢/and her 
self-direction, while leaving the husband cem- 
paratively free, which does not secure to her 
full rights to the children that she bears, can 
scarcely be said to rank among contracts, if 
that term has any meaning distinct from that 
of an arbitrary legal ordinance,” 
Conflicting Standards. - : 3 

**Would not the establishment of such a 
System as you are desirous to enforce have 
the effect of rendering the marriage tie less 
secure than it is at present? In other words, 
suppose every man and woman were at per- 
fect liberty to tie the knot in the manner as 
to them might seem best, would not the exist- 
ence of such a state of things give rise to end- 
less complications and difficulties, social as 
well as legal?” 

‘“Whatever the dangers that may be in- 
volved in the adoption of a standard which we 
have once admitted to be the best that we can 
conceive, at our present stage of develop- 
ment, there is clearly no choice but to cling 
to that standard and totry to brmg outward 
conditions of life into harmony with it. We 
cannot hold one standard and contentedly 
support a state of affairs that is founded on 
an entirely different standard. : 

‘**To touch upon the hundreds of practical 
difficulties that present themselves in this, as 
inevery other great change of sentiment, 
would involve .littie less than avolume, I 
can only remind you that in every radical 
change in moral conceptions throughout the 
history of the world, long and slow modifica- 
tions have had to take place before the new 
thought was safely expressed in the unwritten 
laws of a people and subsequently took form 
in its legal institutions, As this is a change 
of standard more profoundly affecting our 
life than almost any other that has ever taken 
place we must not expect it to be the work of 
any mere legal changes, or the result of some 
definite, practical scheme, but to grow slowly 
and gradually in the mind and the conscience 
of men and women. The formation and the 
guarding of that standard from downward 
tendency is the business of the pregent

OFFICIALS OF SPRINGFIELD, ILL., ABOUT TO TAKE POSSESSION OF THE CITY HALL. 


Fine New Building Erected by the Citizens to Be Paid For by the Oity in Menthly 
‘Installments. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 23.—[Special Correspondence. ]|—Springfield is rejoicing in its new 

City Hall, which is one of the finest- buildings erected here for years. It is located in the cen. 


tral part of the city, the west front opening out on the Government Park, immediately east of 
the Postoffice Building. The design of the building is a modern treatment of the Romanesque 
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style, due prominence being given to a handsome tower on the corner. The main front is 
west and consists of wide double doors, with side lights, and surmounted by a massive stone 
arch. The entrance woodwork is oak, and the glass plate, so that the front is very attractive 

The basement exterior is made of Berea sandstone, rock-faced, and laid in range work. The- 
superstructure walls are laid. of. buff-colored Bushnell pressed brick, in salmon mortar, with 
trimmings about arches, win dows, and gables of Berea stone. Theroof iscovered with Ottawa 
red tiles. The corrugated surfaces of the tiles make a very striking roof, especially where the 
roof is very steep, as in the tower. There are a number of ‘ornamental features made of terra 
cotta, which lend a very pleasing appearance to the exterior. 

The building consists of four full stories, They are connected by a broad flight of oak 
stairs, many parts of which are finely carved, A rapid-running passenger elevator connects 
all the stories, near the center of the building, making all the rooms of easy and quick access. 
The eorridors are so arranged’ that every room has a prominent entrance, and the rooms on 
every floor are lighted with exterior windows. The corridors are handsomely paved with 
Canton dead-floor tiles, with an illuminated: border following the walls. : 

The basement story has its floor six inches above the sidewalk at the entrances. It is in 
reality a full story, and is as desirable for offices as any other part of the building. The base- 
ment offices are occupied with the Water-Works. Department, the City Engineer, Electrician, 
Superintendent of Streets, and Superintendent of Sewers. ffices are provided for the Chief 
ot Police and Chief of the Fire- Department, and, when provided with electric automatic 
alarms and calls, everything will be directed from these central offices, as they are in the 
metropolitan cities. A handsome suite ef rooms for the City Attorney is provided in the 
tower of the basement floor.

“I drew attention to the age of inheritance 
through the mother, and to the fact that she 
was at one time head of the family, in order 
to show (among other things) that there was 
nothing in the nature of an eternal law or 
natural sanction in any particular-form of 
family organization. 

**My object also was to point out the sig- 
nificant fact- that the mother’s claim to the 
children that she bore was never for a mo- 
ment questioned by any one until the mother 
became the property of her husband through 
purchase; then, of course, logically all that 
was hers became his. by right of purchase, in- 
cluding her children. This is the real origin 
of the modern father’s paternal rights. It is. 
the survival of this phase of society that now 
decides our domestic relations, and it is to at- 
tack the ideas that center round that system 
and to aid in the growth of a more advanced 


conception that my efforts have been di- 
rected, 


to accomplish what you describe as the 
‘social elimination of the male.’ I must 
leave that drastic measure, should it un- 
fortunately prove necessary, to iny successors 
in a more advanced generation. A return to 
the matriarchal system, which implies a 
tribal lifeand a thousand conditions now ob- 
solete, is clearly impossible; but that is no 
reason why we should uphold the succeeding 
(and in some cases coexisting) customs of 
barbarous nations, which-as a matter of fact 
we do now uphold when we deprive the 
mother of the right to her children. ‘ The: 
marriage market’ is a common ¢erm, and 
nobody disputes that in effect vast majorities 
of women have to make their career in this 
manner, submitting to the conditions of the 
purchase system, thence to the loss of their 
right to their children. It is this remnant of 
barbarism which I would desire to see elimi- 
nated—not ignoring the difficulties that pre- 
sent themselves in our complex social state.” 
Millennium of Marriage. 


‘* In one of your magazinearticles you ex- 
press the belief that when women shall have 
acquired sufficient ‘ economic’ independence 
to'give them the power to refuse, without 
harsh penalty, the terms that men have been 
able to dictate to them, in and out, of mar- 
riage, the millennium of. marriage, so far at 
least as women are concerned, will be right 


at hand. What precisely do you mean by 


‘ economic independenc:2,’ seeing that what is 
enerally po ea by ‘economic indepen- 
ence’ is not always coexistent with the dif- 

fusion of enlarged ideas, and what particular 

‘ harsh penalty’ a woman at present exposes 

herself to in declining an offer of marriage?’ 

‘**By economic independence I mean the 
earning of a position in life which insures the 
power to spend the reward of one’s work ac- 
cording to one’s own will. It implies more 
oak eee which every slave can com- 
mand. 

‘**The woman’s work is of a kind that is 
never productive of this independence. It 
provides maintenance, more or less ample, 
according to circumstances, but it denies self- 
direction, If the bearing of the race is to be 
counted ; if the task of keeping the home and 
looking after the family by -means of inces- 


women certainly do at least -half the work of 
the world; but they obviously do not receive 
half the recompense. Fhe wife and mother 
shares the toil, the anxiety, the responsibility, 
but she doves. not share in the result of what 
must be considered the joint labor of the fam- 
ily. Thence she occupies a position of subordi- 
nation, however generous her husband may be, 
however he may seek to nullify the facts of 
her status by his attempt to modify the ad- 
vantages he possesses. It is this dependence, 
together with the fact that the children she 
has borne do not belong to the mother, that 
constitutes the really weak and barbarous ele- 
ment in our present marriage system,.. 


Society Not Made for Unmarried Women, 


“To refuse marriage , with the 
undignified position that it offers, subj a 
woman to t I have called a penaity. 


Society is not made fof women who refuse 
marriage. There is no place for them, no 
outlet for their energies..- ifficulties and re- 
strictions of all kinds surround the unmarried 
woman who lives alone. For her life means 
unwholesome solitude, as it never need mean 
for a man, who can live alone and yet have as 
much companionship as he’ wishes and when 
~ he wishes, 

** Considering fora moment the facts of 
modern life and the hardness with which a 
woman is judged who diverges from the nar- 
row pathway of the customary in her actions, 
the readiness of society to, condemn, and the 
manner in which her motives and her whole 
existence are pried into and restricted, I think 
it will be difficult to deny that there is a harsh

alternative destiny. That many‘of these diffi- 
culties arise from the fact that the woman is 
unable to defend herself does not temper the 
severity of the penalty that has to be paid. 
It is only in England, and even there among 
the more cultivated classes, that the stigma 
which has been cast upon the ‘old maid’ ig 
beginning to die out. Obviously, her lot has 
been and still must be a very sad and solitary 
one, and in nearly all cases its effects are seen 
| in some morbid condition of mind or body.”

CARPENTERS AND THEIR WAGES. 

The contractor on the Stock Exchange 
Building is ready to employ union carpenters 
and end the present conflict if the union will 
agree to fix the minimum rate of wages at 30 
cents an*hour. The union refuses to agree to 
that and insists on 35 cents an hour. which 
was the minimum rate in 1890 when business 
was booming and before the Wilson bill had 
cut down wages in all employments in all 
parts of the country. The contractor asks 
‘foe a reduction of 15 per cent; which is rather 
less than the general average reduction 
throughout the United States. 

The contractor is willing to submit the mat- 
ter to arbitration. The union isnot, It is 
afraid that the arbitrators would have to 
recognize the fact that the fat years are at an 
end and the lean Democratic years have 
begun; that they would be compelled to de- 
cide that there had been a general drop in 
wages, prices, and profits, and the carpenters 
could not make themseives an exception. A 
decision in this case that the wage scale 
should be lowered would be a precedent which 
every other contractor would insist should 
be followed. The union refuses to arbitrate 
because it knows it would be beaten. Its 
members, most of whom voted for Demo- 
cratic candidates, “tariff reform,’’ and the 


able to nullify that bill as far as they are con- 
éerned and keep the old protection wages they 
voted to cut down. It will not take long for 
them to learn that they are badly mistaken. 
They have a legal right, however, to refuse to 
work for wages which do not suit them. 

It is stated that a sympathetic strike has 
been voted by other unions, members of 
which are at work on the Stock Exchange 
Building. It is hoped that a pressure may be 
brought to bear thereby on those interested 
in having the building ‘finished at an early 
day, and that the contractor for the cafpenter 
work may be induced to accept the terms of 
the union. This sympathetic strike is not 
illegal, but it is amazingly foolish, for it is 
impossible for all the unions to secure to the 
carpenters the high protection wages they 
used to enjoy. Those unions will be in a per- 
petual state of strike if they engage in the 
quixotic aftempt to boost up wages which the 
Wilson bill has cut down. 

But while it is not illegal for the. members 
ot these different unions to strike on account 
of other people’s' wages, they ought to bear in 
mind the fact that it is not illegal for the con- 
tractors whose employment they leave to hire 
other men to take their places, even though 
those men are not members of unions; The 
man who has left his job out of sympathy for 
the carpenters must not complain if his em- 
ployer puts another and less sympathetic man 
in his place. Nor must the sympathetic man 
hang around the premises and assault the un- 
sympathetic one. It is the duty of the head 
of the police force to stop that lawlessness if 
it takes every man he has. 

That duty has been neglected shamefully 
for toolongatime. Are the Mayor and his 

Mhief of Police aware that the laws of this 
State provide for the punishment of ‘* any 
peraon who shall by threat, intimidution, or 
unlawful interference seek to prevent any 
other persou from working or from obtaining 
work atany lawful business on any terms 
that he may see fit’’? 

There is such a provision of the statutes, and 
it is being violated openly, incessantly, within 
a stone’s throw of the Mayor’s office. Men 
who would rather work than live on charity 
are driven from their work by ruffians who 
would rather spend their time in bulldozing 
than in labor, and the police do not prevent 
it. There are women and children whom the 
police are depriving of food by not giving 
adequate protection to the bread-winner of 
the family. And these policemen, so incom- 
petent or so unwilling to discharge their duty, 
are sniveling because it is proposed that their 
high salaries shail be trimmed. 

The Mayor, who is the head of the police 
force and responsible for continued miscon- 
duct on its part, says he is a Democrat. 
There was atime when it was claimed that 
‘Democracy meant equal rights and onpesi- 
tion to all privileged clagses. It seems as if a 
Democratic Mayor thought non-union men 
had no rights and that union men formed 
rightly a privileged class. He should rid him- 
self of those pernicious notions and enforce 
thelaw. It is none of his business whether 
the carpenters at work on the Stock Exchange 
Building are union or non-union men, whether 
they get 25, 30, or 35 cents an hour. His 
business is to see that they are not prevented 
from working, and are enabled to carry home 
to their families food which is all the sweeter 
because it is the fruit of honest toil and not 
the gift of charity.

HOW TO KEEP BANKS SOLVENT. 

Ferd. Ward ought to know something about 
bank failures and some of their causes. He is 
theman who ruined Gen. Grant, and subse- 
quently passed several years in Sing Sing 
prison as a punishment for his misdeeds as a 
bank wrecker. The New York Herald has 
encouraged him to write on the subject, and 
printed what he has to say about bank fail- 
ures and how to preventthem. Ward holds 
that most of the bank defalcations and fail- 
ures are due to the want of proper supervision 
by the directors. He says many of these gen- 
tlemen perforin their duties in the most easy- 
going manner possible, passing on accounts 
. without a thorough knowiedge of their char- 
acter, and loaning the money of the bank on 
the mere indersement of its officers, without 
making any personal investigation. All 
that is expected of the average bank 
director is thathe shall be aman of good 
standing in the community, andthe owner of 
at least ten shares of stock in the institution. 
Not infrequently he is a member of several of 
these boards, gets his fees for attending meet- 
ings, and obtains accommodations for him- 


Then, though the ‘bank should 
fail for several miilions of dollars, he is sim- 
ply liable for twice the amount of the stock 
which he holds.

Ward holds that the law should be so 
amended as te make it obligatory that the di- 
rectors shail be financially interested, This 
could be brought about. by requiring every 
director of a national bank to deposit with 
the Controller of the Currency .a good and 
sufficient bond, proportioned. in arount to 
‘the magnitude of the business. Either this 


or the law should require that the directors be - 


selected as far as possible. from the largest 
stockholders, provided they are representa- 
tive men. If the requirement of ample se- 
curity in the shape of bonds be thought too 
radical a change there could be no objection 
to raising the number of shares necessary ‘to 
be held by a director to suctf an extent‘as ‘to 
make his responsibility somewhat commeén- 
surate with the power vested in him. 

The exacting of such safeguard would cause 
far greater care to be taken im examining. the 
character of the securities deposited for loans 


and in investigating the standing of all per- 


sons asking financial accommodation. Thus 
the danger of losses in these directions would 
be reduced toa minimum. Under such a sys- 
tem also certain practices which Mr. Ward 
says are now common in banks would come to 
anend. He says instances are of daily occpr- 
rence where the President, cashier, or one of 
the directors will give the paying teller cheeks 
and instruct him to count them as cash and 
hold them as such until ordered to do other- 
wise, He says this custom is so. prevalent 
that he believes if the cash in many banks 
were counted on occasions it would be 
found largely short. the deficit being counted 
as cash by the paying teller under orders) of 
the President or a director. If this statement 
be correct it is high time some action should 
be taken for the better protection of deposit- 
ors and stockholders, It may be presumed 
that the statement.is too general and that com- 
paratively few of the national banks are open 
to the charge of irregularities of this kind. 

But no one can deny that such “Mrauds have 
been unearthed in the recent past or that it is 
highly desirable to reduce toa minimum the op- 
portunities for perpetrating them in the future. 

CITY SALARIES MUST BE CUT DOWN, 

It is reported that Mayor Hopkins is gradu- 
ally reaching the conclusion that the salaries 
of city employés must be reduced. It is 
strange that so good a Démocrat should be so 
slow in falling into line for his party policy 
or entertain for a moment the idea of allow- 
ing protection salaries to remain unchanged. 
When everything else is falling as the result 
of Democratic legislation it would be most 
undemocratic to allow the Democratic office- 
twolders to get the rates of pay that prevailed 
while Republican policies made the country 
prosperous. 

The advent of the Democrats to power, fol- 
lowed by the manifestation of their intention 
to wage war on protection, has had for a con- 
sequence a fall in wages all over the United 
States. Profits and rents have gone down 
also, and the value of mohey has uppreciated. 
The dollar ‘will buy more of everything than 
it would a yearago. It will go further in the 
purchase of food, goods, shelter, and services. 

Those who make or sell thuse’ things, and 
who are taxpayers, earn less than they did be- 
fore. Itis harder for them, therefore, to pay 
taxes than it was. The depreciation in wages, 
rents, and prices has been from 10 __ to 25 per 
cent. It is that much more-difficult for the 
taxpayer to contribute to the support of the 
local government. Therefore the salaries of 
the officeholders must be forced down. They 
must get 20 per cent less than they did a year 
ago, when prices were higher and the pay- 
ment of taxes easier. 

Not to do this and to allow the tax-eaters 
to get the same number of dollars they did in 
1893 is to increase their pay, because each 
dollar they get buys. more this year than it 
did last. They can: feed and clothe them- 
selves for less than it cost them to do soa 
yearago. But what discrimination could be 
more unjust than to raise the salaries of men 
who have easy and steady work, when the pay 
of all other members of the community is 
falling, especially when those men are Dem- 
ocratic officeholders, every one of whom voted 
for tariff reduction, and who is now a sup- 
porter of the Wilson bill? They are the men 
who, instead of fighting a reduction which 
they have imposed on others, should say to 
the Council, ‘“‘ We are Democrats. We are 
loyal to the party and its principles. There- 
fore we want you to cut down our salaries. 
We want to give up this Republican protec- 
tion pay we have been getting and get the 
plain, simple 20 per cent off wages of low 
protection Democracy.” 

Mayor Hopking should be at the head of 
the procession. In the name of the Demo- 
cratic party and in the name of the taxpayers 
whose ability to support. the tax-eaters, big 
and little, has been so crippled by Democratic 
legislation he should tell the Council that if it 
votes protection salaries this week he will in- 
terpose his veto to vindicate the Democratic 
policy and protect the taxpayers.

THE ENGLISH HOUSE OF LORDS. 

The maxim * Whom the gods would destroy 
they first make mad’ has at the present time 
a peculiar application to the British House of 
Lords. For the hundredth time it has thrown 
down the gauntlet to the advoéates of reform. 
The peers antagonized every reform bill; 
fought Catholic emancipation to the last 
ditch; opposed the repeal of the corn laws; 
threw out the Irish Church disestablishment 
and disendowment bill; opposed the abolition 
of purchase in the army until it was passed 
over their heads by royal warrant; ten times 
rejected the bill legalizing marriage with a 
deceased wife's sister, which hadgbeen passed 

by the Commons; and contemptuously kicked 
out the Irish home rule bill. passed in 
the Lower House last year. The whole 
time of this Parliament has beeh oc. 
cupied in passing, bills for the reform 
of parish councils, the ‘reform of the 
employers’ liability laws, and other measures 
of remedial legislationewhich the Lords now 
attempt to nullify or to render nugatory. 

A few years ugo even advanced Liberals 
could say no more about the House of Lords 
but that it should be * mended or ended.”’ 
Now the cry is: “Cut it down; why cum- 
bereth it the ground?” A distinguished 
French publicist visiting London was asked 
what he thought of the House of Lords. “ It 
has the finest ceiling and the best acoustic 
properties of any building I have seen,” wus 
the reply. “Butas an institution; asa part 
of the government?” was asked. “Q, my 
friend,’ said the Frenchman, *‘ you are not 
serious.’’ But the English people age serious 
enough now. They realize that reform of the 
land laws, of the electoral franchise, of all 
social and economic questions pressing for 
solution is impossible while the hereditary 
House of Lords choosés to bluck the way. In 
this connection itis interesting to note who 
the men are who make up this body. 

The House of Lords consists of some 540 
members, most of whom derive their titles 
from their ancestors: There are five Princes 
of the blood royal, two Archbishops, twenty- 
two Dukes, twenty Marquises, 115 Earls, 
twenty-se ven Viscounts, twenty-four Bishops, 
282 Barons; sixteen, Scottish representative 
peers elected by their peers for each Parlia- 
ment, and twenty-eight lrish representative 
As the whole of the 
chiki wp blots, she ba 


‘tions which it is needless to consider. 
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Irish peers are all of the same political stripe. 
The ecciesiasticals sit by right of their Epis- 
copal offices, the religion of. possibly one-fifth 
of England; the religion of neither Scotland, 
Ireland, nor Wales. Of the members whose 
personal services have elevated them to the 
gilded chamber the majority are large land- 
owners of the bitterest Tory sentiments. 
Beer and gin nave their distinguished repre- 


sentatives; there are several law Lords and — 


ex-Chancellors and a few soldiers and sailors. 
The House is Tory by a seven-eighths 
majority. 

The legislative powers of the House of 
Lords are identical with those of the Com- 


mons, except that the first named cannot, 


originate money bills, although they ean in- 
crease or reduce the amount asked.’ There is 
no record of any occasion on which they voted 
for economy. A peer takes his- seat at 21 
years of age, and there are more than thirty 
now in the House aged over 85 years. The idea 
that a large pagportion of the members 
represent in direct line historic houses is en- 
tirely erroneous, Derby is not a Stanley but 
a Smith; the Duke of Northumberland isa 
Smithson, not a Percy. Of royal descent 
with a baton sinister there are half a dozen 


Dukes who can trace their pedigree back to ° 


Charles II. and his mistresses and several 
illegitimate descendants of later Kings. Any 
péer not a raving maniac and over 21 years 
old has a voice in legislation, and all peers 
from the youngest Baron to the oldest Duke 
have an equal voice. The brains of England 
must be sought elsewhere; in the House of 
Commons, at bench and bar, in the diplo- 
matie, military, and naval services, at the 
heads of railroads and iron works—every- 
where except in the House of Lords. 

The existing deadlock between the two 
Houses is only one of many which have oc- 
curred. There is no constitutional difficulty 
in getting rid of the hereditary peerage, so 
far as their legislative powers are concerned. 
It is not likely that the House as at present 
constituted would deliberately decree its own 
destruction, but the expedient of swamping 
the Lords by creating a few hundred Liberal 
peers for the occasion, with which William 

was threatened by Lord Brough- 
the great reform bill, is in 
hands of William Ewart Glad- 
stone, That statesman has always 
avoided a conflict with an institution with 
which, archaic as it is, he has much in com- 
mon, but even the patience of a Gladstone 
can be exhausted. He sees the crowning work 
of his life contemptuously blocked by a com- 
bination of Bishops and brewers, of land- 
holders and retired army officers, and he may 
well recall to mind that period of English 
history extending from 1649 to 1660, when 
a padlock ornamented the door of the House 
of Lords and the Huntingdon brewer ruled as 
Lord Protector. 


PRESIDENT ELIOT ON COLLEGIATE SPORT. 
President Eliot of Harvard College is not a 
football kicker. He may not be an expert 


| authority on any particular sport of the 


brutal sort in which college athletes engage, 
but, as the Springfield (Mass.) Republican 
observes, “ he is in an unequaled position for 
observing the general tendency of intercol- 
legiate athtetics upon college life.’’ In his 
annual report he has much to say upon this 
subject and he has mate a strong arraign- 
ment of athletic sports as they are now 
practiced by collegians, confining his criti- 
cism to baseball, football, and boat racing as 
the highly competitive sports which give rise 
to exciting intercollegiate contests. 

President Eliot’s objections to these sports, 
as at present conducted, will be considered 
sound by every person who is not a sporting 
crank. They are (1) that the time devoted 
to them is so excessive that no student can 
keep up his studies and at the same time play 
his full part in these sports. Upon this he 
makes the strong point— ’ 

The faithful member of a crew or team may, 
perhaps, manage to attend most of his lectures 
or other college exercises; but he rarely has any 
mind to give to his studies. His nervous energy 
is exhausted either by severe bodily exercise or 
by the excitement of frequent contests. This 
evil, which is comparatively new, has rapidly in- 
creased with recent years. It is due to an exag- 
geration of training and practice, which is 
caused in turn by an extreme and irrational com- 
petition. 

(2) President Eliot objects to the foolish 
and pernicious expenditure of the large gate 
money receipts. (3) He makes a special 
point of the brutality practiced in some of 
these games, notably football, saying in this 
connection: 

In the game of football, which at present inter- 
ests the public more than any other, the eager- 
ness for victory by whatever means has during 
the last five years added to the risk of bodily in- 
jury incurred by the players. The players have 
been forced by public opinion and the immediate 
pressure of young graduates employed as coach- 
ers to overtrain and overwork, so that they are 
subjected for weeks to a severe nervous strain, 
and are brought to arduous contests, not as the 
public has supposed, in the highest physical con- 
dition, but in an overwrought and ever morbid 
state, from which the return to normal life is dif- 
ficult. 

The danger of life in this country is not yet 
great, though increasing; but the exposure to a 
class of injuries which diminish the serviceable- 
ness of the body throughout life has decidedly 
increased. Such injuries are sprains, wrenches, 
congestion of the brain, the breaking of bones, 
the loss of teeth, and the enlargement and stiffen- 
ing ofjoints. It should be said, howéver, that 
the injuries sustained by football players are al- 
ways incidental and non-essential, whereas in 
prize-fighting—with which football has been un- 
justly compared—the victory of one combatant.is 
only to be obtained by the severe bodily injury of 
the other. Moreover, it should be distinctly un- 
derstood that the objection te football in this re- 
gard is, not that it involves some risk, but that its 
risks are inordinate and excessive. 

President Eliot has not exaggerated the bru- 
talities of football nor the disadvantages of 
other athletic sports which, carried to an ex- 
cess, convert students into animals, put phys- 
ical trainmg above the intellectual, and 
** make familiar to the student a coarse pub- 


| licity which destroys his rightful privacy 


while in trainmg for intellectual service.” 
Nor has he exaggerated in his caustic criti- 
cism of American spectators at these athletic 
displays in whom is induced “ g hysterical 
excitement which is evidence not of physical 
strength and depth of passion but of feeble- 
ness and shallowness.” 

in closing his paper on this subject Presi- 
dent Eliot makes some special recommenda. 
It is 
more to the point that he has condemned go 
emphatically the physical dangers, the fro. 
quent brutality. and the inevitable demoral. 
ization produced by the game of football, as 
at present conducted, and that he has held up 
to deserved ridicule the extravagant and in- 
sane conduct of the cranks who attend these 
matches. There are many athletic sports at 
the colleges which are unobjectionable and 
which have done mtch for the cause of bodily 
excellence, and these President Eliot’ excepts 
from his strictures, and even takes special 
pains to point out their advantages. He

Itshould do so, A man 
who, as the évidence showed, knew he was 
doimg wrong, and had strength of will enough 
to refrain from doing wrong had he chosen, 
should not escape punishment. Were he to 
do so more cranks would be tempted to be- 
come murderers. 


Cuter Justics Jzuns of England has ruled 
that a minister of the gospel has no right to 
plead as a privileged communication in court 
the substance of a confidential communica- 
tion made to him as a minister by one of his 
parishioners. The court, he says, not the in- 
dividual, must judge when the ends of 
justice require such secrets to be made pub- 
lic. The position is eminently sound, -Condi- 
tions have changed since the times when men 
had the right of sanctuary in the temples, and 
when the interposition of the priest often was 
all that shiélded an unfortunate from assault 
by lawless men. In all civilized communities 
the law of the land is now supreme, and those 
chosen to administer it are constituted the 
sole judges of what shall be used as evidence. 
To allow a minister of the gospekto judge for 
himself in such matters is to acknowledge 
that by virtue of his office he has codérdinate 
authority and power with the courts as by law 
established, conceding to him  privilegés 


which are not recognized by the law and may 


prove fatal to its due administration.’ 


Source of Solar Heat. 


An exchange credits a St. Louis paper with the 
“very old, old”’ statement that if the sun’s én- 
tire mass consisted of coal of the best quality in 
a state of combustion and that it could burn till 
the last ton were consumed (maintaining until 
thén the rate of heat emission now kept up), the 
supply could not possibly last more than about 
5,000 years. No credit is due the St. Louis 
paper for this statement, which has been in 
print much more than a quarter of a century, and 
it is entitled to a discredit mark for the claim 
which it states,as follows: “The sun has. an 


outside store of fuel to draw upon. The latest ‘ 


theory is that the immense regions of space are 
occupied by untold myriads of miniature bodies 
known as meteors, meteorites, and” aerolites, 
which are being constantly drawn to the sun, 
and that these constantly plowing its atmosphere 
evolve numerous —. of both heat and 
light.” 

That the regions of space are thus occupied is 
not a theory but a fact, well ascertained and un- 
disputed. But it is also known with a consider- 
able approximation to accuracy that if all the 
planets and meteor streams comprised in the 
solar system were to fall into the central body 
the impact would not raise its heat more than 
about 100,000 degrees of the Fahrenheit scale, 
and the heat thus evolved wouid be dissipated in 
the course of a few centuries at the present rate 
of solar radiatien. More than a quarter of a 
century ago it was pointed out by undispated 
scientific authority that this previously suggested 
cause for the solar heat is insufficient to account 
for.the phenomena, and the statement has crept 
into so many of the text books that a man now 
assuming to write on the subject ought not to be 
ignérant of that fact. The theory described as 
“the latest” is not only not a late one but long 
since it was relegated to the back distticts, it is 
not denied that meteoric matter‘may fall into the 
sun in large quantities each yea 
held to be possible t even a) moderate per- 
centage of the supply\of his light and heat is 
kept up by that means. 

The ** latest theory ’’ dp the subject, -and it is 
not a very late one, seeing it has been before the 
scientific world for several years, is that probably 
the loss of solar light and heat is mostly com- 
pensated for by asteady contraction of: the sun’s 
bulk. The thing has been subjected to exact 
calculation, with the resuit of finding that a less- 


ening of his diameter by about 220 féet per year’ 


would account for the whole loss by radiation, 
That is at the rate of about 500 miles in 12,9000 
years. and the 500 miles corresponds to a change 
of one second of arcinthe angular diameter of 
the sun, which is not far from being the smallest 
diminution that could be prenouneed upon with 
absolute certainty as a consequence of compar- 
ing measures taken at the extremes of a long in- 
terval of time. But the earliest: available pre- 
cise measures of the sun’s apparent diameter are 
ouly a few seore years old. Hence the circum. 
ytanea that they give substantially the same re- 
suite as are obtained by measurements made to- 
day proves nothing for‘or against the a 
state 

Geolegical research leads up. Aa the conclusion 
that during several millions of years past there 


has not been a material change in the Acthal in- . 


tensity of light and heat at the solar surface. 
The present temperature of certaialy not less 
than 15,000 degrees {how much mere cannot be 
told) appears to have been maintained through 
long geologic ages, the advent of glacial visita- 
tions and their disappearance being dué to 
changes in the eccentricity of the earth’s orbit 
and the. position of the line of equinoxes with 
reference to that joining the apsidal points in 
the orbit. So there is scarcely any room to doubt 
that the continuous loss by radiation into the 
intense cold of space is compensated in some 
way, and no other theory can account for such 
compensation with so little objection to it as that 
of steady contraction of the sun’s bulk without 
a@ corresponding loss in the quantity of mafter 
which composes that bulk.

REALESTATEMARKET 


SLIGHT IMPROVEMENTS OF A MINOR 
OHARAOTER ARE NOTED. 


Increased Inquiries for Lots on a Cash 
Basise Farmers Among the Investors 
Building Activity on the North Side 
Stimulated by the Promise of Elevated 
and Electric RoadseFive-Stery Struct- 
ure for Halsted StrectePlans of Archi- 
tects and BuilderseKReal Estate Notes. 

Slight improvement in the real estate mar- 
ket could be noted last week, though the 
movement was of a minor character. ‘There 
is nothing big doing, but capital in the hands 
of people of moderate means has begun to 
unloosen. There are increased inquiries for 
lots, and in most instances cash is tendered 
for the purchase. A great many buidding 
loans‘ have been made since Feb. 1. The 
amounts have not been large, and the security 
generally given ison dwellings and outlying 


‘property. For the 44¢ per cent money there 


is scarcely a demand, indicating that the 
capitalist who can furnish the gilt-edged se- 
curity necessary to be accorded such a low 
rate is not doing anything. It is the men 
whose money is in savings banks that are 
keeping the market going, slight as it is. The 
banks are paying on deposits only 3 and 314 
per cent, and better returns are promised on 
reai estate investments. , 

The manager of a local investment com- 
pany says: ** Inquiry as to investments seem 
to be increasing, and persons hitherto indif- 
ferent appear to be investigating as to the 
most remunerative form. Although some 
classes, such ag miiners and manufacturers, 
are in most cases disposed to wait and see the 
direction legislation will take, farmers espe- 
cially are looking for investments, This is 
attributed to the fuct that theirs is a business 
which is peculiarly independent; and since as 
a class, according to statistics, they have less’ 
indebtedness than others they suffered less by 
the financial stringency. Because the busi- 
ness of the farmer is best fitted for econo- 
mizing, he not only has money buta surplus, 
which is seeking investment.. Owing to the 
high price of land farming does not pay as 
formerly, and farmers who were accustomed 
to invest their surplus in additional acres are 
beginning to think that something, such as an 
investment in Chicago property, would be 
more remunerative. Moreover the farmer, 
the same as other long-headed business-men, 
in buying city property seems to be following 
the sound financial rule that the time to buy 
is when he has the money and the “other 


gllow”’ hasn’t. 

there continues to be a fair demand for resi- 
dences and property eligible for improvement 
for homes. The elements of cheap labor and 
building materials make themselves felt in 
the market for residences. Prospective buy- 
ers ask concessions from owners on the

prices... When the two parties at interest can 
agree to an equitable compromise the transfer 
makes its appearance on the public records. 
Some dealers feel that the influx of people 
here during the Fair is leading to wholesome 
results in ‘certain lines.

BUILDING ON THE NORTH SIDE, 


Many New Residences Proposed=kgn prove-- 
ments in Edgewater. 


In Edgewater a greatdeal of building is 
being done. Mr. Cochran says he will have 
eighteen houses completed in April. Eight of 
these he is building to sell, while ten are for 
people who purchased lots. The houses are 
built on Kenmore, Winthrop, and Lakewood 
avenues and range in cost from $5,500 to 
$13,000. Some of the houses are brick and 
stone and -others are frame.

HALSTED STREET NEW BUILDING. 


Five-Story Structure to Be Erected at a 
Cost of $125,000. 

The east side of Halsted street. from Boston 
avenue to Jackson street, is to be improved 
by a five-story store and apartment building, 
to cost $125,000. It will be of brick with 
buff Bedford stone front on three sides and 
highly ornamental. The frontage on Halsted 
street is 165 feet and on the other two streets 
fifty feet each. This will bea decided im. 
provement in this locality and the new build- 
ing will replace a half block of brick and 
frame structures that have been considered 
fire-traps and dangerous for Bev- 
eral years. The building on the 
first floor will provide room for eight stores 
and on the floors above room-for thirty-two 
apartments. Ateach corner of the building 
will be circular bay windows surmounted by 
small towers. In the center will be a flag- 
staff. Six octagonal bays will be placed on 
the Halsted street frontage and one each on 
the other two streets, There will be four 
arched entrances from Halsted street, which 
will have ceilings and wainscotings of marble 
and Italian mosaic floors. The first three 
stories willbe finished in oak and above that 
of yellow pine. All apartments will be pro- 
vided with gas ranges. Heat will be furnished 
by steam and light by electricity. At the 
rear of each floor will be an iron passage- 
way, extending the entire length of the build- 
ing, with two flights of stairs, this providing 
asafe means of escape in case of fire. The 
property is owned by Dr. J. M. Bash. a non- 
resident, who has held it for thirty years. It 
was originally purcéhased by members of his 
father’s family for $1,200, and, on the basis 
of recent sales in that vicinity, is valued at 
$100,000. The present improvement will be 
made for a permanent investment. The de- 
signs were drawn by Architect Perley Hale.

A wonderfully different sgene, likewise 
painted in 1892, isa **Su fon the. Coast 
of Etretat, Normandy,” splendid in color and 
motion. The sun, seen through a natural 
arch in the rocks, is sinking into an angry sea 
under a windy sky. Theclouds are in deep 
tones of purple, lead color, and brown. The 
shy, where there is a break, is of a greenish 
tint. The sea in the distance is of the deepest 
emerald, paler and touched with gold in the 
shallows of the: foreground. The rocks are 
of a dark olive, most harmonious with 
the predominating tint of the water. On 
them white gulls are resting driven in by the 
wind. The sail of a little fishing boat is ruf- 
fled and flapping as she turns on a tack, and 
another sailboat in the background scuds 
along in the gale. 

There is the beginning of a rather more 
tranquil summer day in ** Dawn,’’ painted in 
1888, asonber little scene full of the hush 
and melancholy of that expectant hour. A 
painter works at a disadvantaye when he 
gives such early morning effects,@because so 
few people know whether they are true to life 
or not. For one beholder of his work who 
has seen how ‘the day gains on the night”’ 
there will be thousands who knowW nothing 
about its approach’ to victory. Inness, like 
Corot, studies his summer mornings from 3 
o’clock onward. The scene is a wooded ridge 
to the east of a wide.valley in which the moon 
is setfing, just past the full, and pale in the 
coming light. At the edge of the ridge are 
brush fires, a vivid relief in the very deep 
shadows. A man is coming down a path 
through the | weods. Except for him every- 
body in the world is asleep. , 

An interesting picture to compare with 
Inness’ latest ones isa June scene of a New 
Hampshire valley painted in 1875 when he 
liked a wider and more distant view than he 
is apt to choose nowadays. It has not his 
present distinctive style, but there are prophe- 
cies in it of that and great fidelity to truth in 
the unmistakableness as to what time of day 
it is and what are the species of his trees. 

Early October is represented in this calen- 
dar by a sunrise view over the valley of the 
Saco, done in 1881. The sun just touches 
some white buildings across the valley and 
lights up the quickly-sailing clouds in the 
west, which are painted with marvelous love- 
liness. A bit of a brook in the level meadows 
of the foreground reflects the clear blue bf the 
eastern sky. 

In the last of the series itis later in the 
morning, almost noon of an enchanting In- 
dian summer day, when “ filled is theair with 
a dreamy and magical light, and the great sun 
looks with the eye of love through the golden 
vapots around him.’’ The foreground 
isacornfield in the region near Newburg, 
where the artist,was born.

Other Landscapes and Genres,

No portrait 
is worthy of consideration, it seems, which 
represents Columbus with either a beard or 
a rutf, since neither was worn in his time. 
The Lotto portrait at all events bears out the 
requisite that ‘for the better classes the hair 
was so long as to cover the earsand cutina 
horizontal line, and the collar was cut out 
square at the neck.” Bya prophetic chance 
the costume is of the national colors. A red 
undervest is bordered with white and the out- 
er dress is blue. ) 

One of three portraits of men in the music- 
room is ‘The Portrait of a Man” by-none 
other than Rembrandt Van Rijn’sown hand 
and one ofthe noblest itever drew. Itisa 
rarely beautiful painting, a fascinating char- 
acter study, and the biography-of one whose 
story is worth telling. This celebrated por- 
trait has been in some of the most famous 
collections, those of- Tolozan, Monteleau, 
Collot, Baron Seilliere, ana the Princess de 
Sagan. In 1855, while owned by M. Collot, 
its title was changed to ‘** Dr. Tulp,”’ and it 
kept that name for over thirty years. Its 
present possessor gives it back its more in- 
definite but truer title, therein following the 
best authorities as to Rembrandt’s works, one 
of whom, Eugene Dutuit, calls attention to 
the ‘fact that Dr. Nicholas Tulp in the 
‘Anatomical Lesson,’’ perhaps the best 


> known of the painter’s portrait groups, has a 


darker mustache and beard than has this un- 
known gentleman. Whether doctor or no he 
is evidently a man of distinction, and. hand- 
some as few of Rembrandt’s sitters are. He 
wears a falling ruff of sheer muslin and a 
pbiack velvet coat a trifle worn on the shoulder 
where it catches the light. His head is bare, 
the close clipped grizzled hair curling near 
his amali fine earse, His amiduth, square at the 
corners, 18 firmly cloged, but is good 
humored. ‘He has lived‘ uprightly himself, 
but he can make allowances for those more 
open to temptation. There has been much 
both of enjoyment.and of sorrow in his life, 
so much that there is in his smiling eyes 
something which is not quite indifference, but 
expresses detachment from the keener inter- 
ests of this queer world, which nevertheless it 
amuses him to watch. 


THEY GO TO SLAVERY WILLINGLY. 


To Enter a Harem Is the Height of a 
Circassian Girl’s Ambition, 

Far from dreading their sale, says a writer 
in the Popular Science Monthly, the girls of 
Circassia look forward to it as the greatest 
opportunity of their lives. They go to seek it 
as a conscious jewel might start iu search of 
a costly setting. They show no more 
reluctance than Esther manifested when 
Mordecai delivered her over as one. of 
the fair young virgins gathered from far 
and near to adorn the paiace of Ahasuerus, 
Indeed, the history of Esther reveals the mo- 
tives which probably animate each of the 
many maidens of Circassia, who to this day 
reénact the old biblical story. Each believes 
that it isshe who may find grace and favor in 
the royal crown, and thus control at will the 
rise or fall of the royal scepter. But even 
if not chosen by royalty, those who 
purchase the beautiful damsels of Cir- 
cassia are the wealthy and titleds and 
not the slightest social degradation is attached 
to their position even if taken to harems 
wherein a Turkish wife may be installed as 
head of the household. The common depend- 
ence of all the inmates of a harem upon the 
favor of a lord who may at any time elevate a 
Circassian slave to. the position of a lady fos- 
ters a spirit of equality, of pure 
practical democracy, that . would 

inconceivable under any other 

circumstances, and in our Southern slave re- 
lation to nominal mistress was totally un- 
dreamed of. As a Turkish lady explained 
to an astonished English visitor, **A slave 
may become a lady any day, and in treatin 
her as.one beforehand we take off much o 
the awkwardness which would else ensue,”’ 
When we consider that all the children of 
slaves are acknowledged as the legitimate 
children of their father, we must confess in 
justice to the Turk that theirs is a condition 
in which the evils of slavery to the slave are 
reduced to a minimum. 


IN THE LAND THAT NEVER. CHANGES, 


Egypt Has Not Been Modernized Either as 
to Costume or Custom, 

The characters of the ‘* Thousand and One 
Nights’? may be almost imagined to step out 
of their setting words, and take form and glow 
with the generous warmth of life before one’s 
very eyes, says a writer in the Gentleman’s 
Magazine. The natives still drink the 
same coffee, and out of the same cups; 
they smoke the same pipes, they wear gen- 
erally the same dress, they play the same 
primitive instruments that whisper the same 
strange and plaintive tones. The funeral pro- 
cessions wend their way-along the streets us 
of old; the popular festivals or moolids are 
still observed with the same untiring capacity 
for enjoyment; the public reciters still prac- 
tice their professions before admiring crowds ; 
the water carriers still carry their ourdens, so 
welcome to thirsty lips; except in the houses 
of the rich and thoroughly Europeanized, 
food is still eaten with the fingers, and in the 
same manner, and the hands are washed with 
the same basins and ewers ; the 
mosque of Ei Azhar still attracts its 
crowd of  astudents. Even the ~-old 
wooden locksand keys are still in ‘use, and 
the water jars are still kept cool in the lattice- 
work of the overhang:ng mushrabiyeh window 
frames?

It is, indeed, a won- 
derful change and contrast that is presented 
to the eye when you leave the European and 
enter the native quarter. And the mind and 
feelings turn in unison, and become attuned 
to the changed scene.

Both are culpable Breen disfig- 
urements whose muscular poverty and general 
state of ill-condition only parental idiocy can ex- 
euse. Equally lacking in mental and moral 
wholesomeness must be the boy and girl reared in 
a reprehensible neglect of physical culture. 

The period of youth, we of course remember, is 
the period of immaturity, and, at an early age, 
one ought not to look for any abnormal degree of 
physical development. But we have been speak- 
ing of the neglect, not of the paucity or too- 
soon-looked-for results, of muscular. training. 
One should be in no hurry to see lads become 
men and girls become women. Let both be young 
as long as they possibly can. But youth is the 
time for laying well the foundation of a sound 
constitution aad the forming of good habits; and 
the ‘period should not pass. either for girl or for 
boy, without the salutary stimulus to body 
and brain of °a moderate, regular, and 
systematic course of physical training. 
ney tb schools for girls, as well as those 
for their brothers, are now recognizing and sup- 
plying this want of adolescent nature, and if the 
cricket-ground and gymnasium are not yet open 
to agirl the tennis court is, and she is encour- 
aged to take to rowing, swimming, skating, rid- 
ing, and mountain climbing, while wands, rods, 
and even Indian clubs and dumbbells are not 
the tabeoed they were once to her sex.

Regarding Sandow’s “ System.” 

, ‘'Wenow come to the consideration of the sys-: 

tem which Mr. Sandow recommends, and the one 
he has alone followed in making himself strong. 
W nat is cliiefly to be said of it is to remark on its 
simplicity, for he abjures anything elaborate. 
Nature, as he himself says, teaching him that 
only by the simplest thou persistent methods 
does she herself work, and the simplest methods 
of training he has found most effective in mak- 
ing himself the man he has become. The two 
great articles of hisc are, first, that all ex- 
ercise should be performed on the ground; and, 
second, that you must put your mind into your 
‘work. Here are his views on these points: 

ides. concentrating my mind on my work I 
have assiduously thought out for myself the best 
and, as I have said,.the simplest and most effec- 
_ tive modes of training.* I have never fancied nor 
found heed for the elaborate 1g gr ag of the 
modern gyminasium. Nor have lever exercised 
except on the ground, eschewing such appur- 
tenances as the trapezium, the rings, the plank, 
the ladder, the mast, the vertical pole, and other 
paraphernalia of aymnese> training. For showy. | 
or acrobatic work these elaborate devices may be 
useful, but I have not found them helpful as aids 
to an all-round, vigorous, and healthful bodily 
development, white ce on thém is attended 
by much and sometimes serious injury and risk. 
The dumbbell and the barbell have been my 
chief means of physical training, aided by a 
tolerably thorough knowledge of payecioas and 
anatomy, and especially of the ramifications and 
uses of the muscles. A professional study of the 
latter, which i was fortunate enough to make at 
the medical college at Brussels, has been of very 
great valuetome. It taught me not only the 
points of localization and functions of the mus- 
cles, and their manifold connecting ligatures and 
tissues, but eniphasized, as no desultory or un- 
scientific study..could, the physiological effects 
on the human frame of active and intelligent ex- 
ercise. 
Use of Light Dumbbells. 


__ Mr, Sandow also wisely enjoins the use of 
dumbbells of only. five pounds in weight, for 
the earnest and systematic mA&anipulation of 
these, he affirms, is sufficient for the due devel- 
opmenhtof all the muscles appertaining at least 
to the upper part of the body; while by con- 
fining the would-be athlete to these medium 
sized belis ho risk of injury is run, and the 
average man can be kept in the perfection of 
health. Those who doubt that results such as 
are seen in Sandow’s case are realized by the 
use of dumbbell practice only may find their 
doubts dissipated by the following assurance: 

The training I, of course, specially commend is* 
“dumbbell and barbell exercise, and, for begin- 
ners especially, of very light weights. But walk- 
ing, rowing, sk&ting, swimming, and, where the 
heart is all right, climbi and running, are 
.good exercises; football, if not two roughly 
played, being also excellent. Nothing, in my 
opinion, however. is better than the use of the 
dumbbeli for developing the whole system, 
particularly if it. is used intelligently and 
with a knowledge. of the location and func. 
tions of the muscles. With this knéwledge, it 
will surprise most would-be athletes hoéw much 
can be done with the dumbbell, and what a-range 
and vast complexity of muscles can by it Ge 
brought into play. It has been well said that 
the muscular system of a man is not made up 
alone of chest and biceps; yet to expand the one 
and enlarge the other is almost all that is 
thought of by the untrained learner. It is also 
foolishly pappones that this is the limit of the 
work to be done by the dumbbell. The truth 
is\ that thére is hardly a muscle that cannot be 
effectively: reached’ by the system of dumbbell 
exercise which I use. 


Should Be Compulsory. 


One must, of course, know Mr. Sandow’s 
system to derive the full henefit from the use 
he inculcates of lightweight dumbbells. This 
is set forth in the exercises appended to the 
practical part of his book, and it is this sys- 
tem which has been indorsed by the highest 
military authorities in England and other 
countries for use in the army. The practical 
advantage of it is that it is at once cheap and 
effective and that it can be taken advantage 
of by both sexes as well as by both young and 
old. Says Mr. Sandow: 
If I had a boy I should start him with one- 
pound dumbbells when he was 2 years old 2 
then gradually incfease the weight with his 
years. My ideais that boys of ‘from 10 to 12 
should have three-pound dumbbells; from 12 to 
15, four pounds; and from 15 upward I consider 
five-pound dumbbells quite sufficient for any one. 
But there is littls usé and. only a waste of time 
in exercising with dumbbells by fits and starts: 
they should be used persistently and systematic. 
ally. itshould be compuisory in all schools for 
boys to have regular training with dumbbells, 
and if this were universal there would soon be a 
most beneficial 6 in the physique of the ris- 
ing generation. 
. Theimportance to be attached to this evi- 
aence of. the great athlete favoring the use of 
dumbbells on his own or any good and intelli- 
gent system of exercising with them can hard- 
ly be open to question. — :

In all these several ways can health be promo- 
ted, strength acquired, the injurious effect of 
certain callings in life counteracted, and a yery 
appreciable energizing influence exerted, upon 
the mental] faculties. To those especially whose 
vocations confine them to sedentary habits and 
the stooping attitude and which in too many 
cases induce distorted frames, round shoulders, 
or shoulders of unequal height and a one-sided 
development of the body and limbs daily exercise 
at the dumbbells will be found fraught with 
gratifying benefit. 

How Sandow Passes the Day. 


These extracts conclude with one or two 
observations of presumable public interest on 
Mr. Sandow, how he passes the day, his modes 
of work, etc.: 


Before — to my concluding topic, the in- 
fluence of exercise on the nervous system and the 
mental life, let me say a word or two respecting 
diet and traini lam myself no believer in a 
special diet, still less in a rigid one, as necessary 
while training. The old nonsense on this sub- 
ject about raw eggs and underdone meat 
seems to be passing away, and more ra- 
tional views now prevail. I eat what- 
ever I have a taste for, without stinting 
myself unduly; nor do I restrict myself 
seriously in what I drink. Commonly, I abjure 
anything intoxicating, confining myself mostly 
to beer and light wines. Tea and coffee I never 
suffer myself to touch. All I impose upon my 
appetites is that they shall be temperately in- 
duiged. i endeavor to have my meals at regular 
hours and prefer that they shall be simple and 
easy of digestion I always take care to chew my 
food, proper mastication being a sime qua non of 
health. take plenty of sleep and find this es- 
sential to my well being. As I do not gcen- 
erally get to bed before midnight, or 
eve later, I do _ not rise until *11, 
when I take a cold bath all the year round, pre- 
ceded by a little light exercise witii the dumb- 
bells. then have breakfast, and, after attend- 
ing to my correspondence and seeing my friends, 
Igo for a walk or a drive, whatever be the 
weather. At 7 I dine, after which I rest until 
my evening performance, an@close the day with 
another cold bath and supper.’ Usually I dress 
lightly, though always suitably to the season. 
My nightly exhibitions, I may add, supply me, to- 
gether with a good constitutional every day, 
with all the exercise I need. If I want more I 
take it as I sit reading or smoking by flicking 
my muscles. 

There are not mary of us who can take our 
,exercise as we read. Theart of * flicking ”’ 
the muscles is one that few of us are expert 
in, but if we are to believe all that Mr. San- 
dow says by the pen of Capt. Adam itis one 
that can readily be taught. ,This work is 
likely to attract considerable attention from 
scientists and athletes, and if |it attracts as 
much as its subject has the publisher should 
be a happy man.

Acquaintance with Abraham Lincoln. 


Now I shall repeat something. It relates 
to that greatest of nineteenth century Ameri- 
cans, Abraham Lincoln. 

‘‘To me,” said Mr. Huntington, * Abraham 
Lincoln was the finest character of this gener- 
ation: I esteem it the privilege of my life to 
have known him, for to know him was to be- 
lieve in the divinity of human nature. You 
don’t know, so I'll tell you, that it was left by 
law to President Lincoln to decide upon the 
gauge of the Pacific railroads. At that 
time—the spring and winter of 1863, I 
think—railroads had different gauges. The 
South had five feet; the North four feet 
eight and a helf inches; the roads from New 
York to St. Louis measured six feet; and the 
road from St. Louis to Kansas City five and a 
half feet. . It was imperative that there should 
be a uniform gauge, which eventually came 
to pass. Now by the consensus of expert 
opinion it has been fixed at four feet eight and 
a half inches, though there are a few narrow- 
gauge roads of three feet. 

‘*In order to get Central Pacific matters 
before Congress I spent months at Washing- 
ton and stopped at Willard’s. The President 
referred this matter of gauging to John P. 
Usher, Secretary of the Interior, who was re- 
quested to collect data and present a report 
to the President. 

‘* Before Usher made his report I called at 
the White House and saw the President. 
‘Mr. Lincoln,’ I said, ‘I have been dilatory 
not from choice but necessity. I now have 
the reports of five engimeers in favor of a five- 
foot gauge which I desire to present to you 
for consideration before yeu give your ulti- 
matum. 

‘**¢T’ll hear you next Friddy at 11 o'clock 
a. m.,’ replied Lincoln.

**Colonel, feed the Confederate army.”

Gen. Grant asked: ‘How many men have 
you, Gen. Lee?” , . +.

A correspondent sends to the Dundee Adver- 
tiser some reminiscences of Tyndall at the Bel 
Alp.

Hudson’s Bay Sept. 10. It was becoming 
cold. weather and the provisions were running 
short. A few snowflakes warned them thet 
winter was coming ‘and they were in an unin- 


-habitable wilderness; They started down the 


westerly side of Hudson’s Bay for Fort 
Churchill,.distant 500 miles; Fortune seemed 
to smile upon them, as dtring the first three 
days the weather was exceptionally fine. One 
day they made thirty-five miles and in three 
days 100 miles. But from that time they en- 
countered storm after storm; and for days 'to- 
gether it was impossible to travel. 

They surveyed the coast as well as_ thiey 
could, but for days could get no glimpse of 
the sun. They shot, a few ‘ptarmigan, and 
occasionally a ground squirrel; But for 400 
miles-there was not a stick of wood, and 
much of the way the snow was eighteen 
inches deep. They went ashore every: night, 
wrapped themselves, wet and cold, in. their 
rabbit skin blankets and reindeer robes, and 


_ slept. , 


They-had only a week’s provisions left, and 


1. it was still 400 miles before they could reach 


Fort Churchill, the nearest point where sup- 
plies could be obtained. By the middle of 
September the ice began to form along . the 
shore. It isa fact, which people generally 
do hot seem to be aware of,’ that when salt 
water like Hudson’s Bay is near the freezing 
point of salt water (zero), fresh water flow- 


ing into it is immediately congealed... ‘The re-. 


sult is that along the western coust they found 
the water from the various. streams freezing 
and lining the shore for quite a distance out. 
Winds were so strong and variable that they 
could not make* headway, some 
being able to thake more than two miles. 
Ten days passed in this battle with the ice, 
the wind; and the polar ocean Be its adjunct, 
Hudson’s Bay, which, shallow windy, was 
easily tossed by the tempest. The shores 
were frozen, the rain fell and froze, and 
icy water that flew over them turned to coats 
of mail as it congealed. 

Oct. 1, while still 300 miles from Fort 
Churchill, and-after they had only progressed 
-100 miles in over two weeks, they found that 
it was a struggle for life or death. They then 
concluded to abandon one of the canoes, and 
everything except their rifles, blankets, and 
ammunition. The plucky fellows, despite 
their dangers, had continued as. well as they 
could the survey of the west coast. All their

From York Factory they took two dog 
teams to Oxford House, a distance of 250 
miles, the explorers going on snowshoes. 
Oxford House is on the boat route on Hayes 
River. It took ten days to reach: that place, 
the distance being made on snowshoes, and 
neariy all the way through dense woods, At 
Oxford House they were delayed a week 
waiting for dog teams, and during that. time 
were very cordially entertained by the Hud- 
son’s Bay company’s agent, Mr. Isbister. 

Dec. 14, having obtained four teams. of 
dogs, they started on-their journey to Norway 
House, 150 miles. They were anticipating a 
sl ride to Norway House, which is located 
on the northern end of Lake ‘Winnipeg, but 
had to wait forthe dog teams, which were all 
out. On the return of these they found the 
dogs so used up that it would be cruelty to 
require them to haul the explorers, and the 
company were forced to continue on snow 
shoes. :

At that point they sent their 
Saskatchewan men overland with one dog 
team up the Saskatchewan River. The two 
remaining Indians accompanied the Tyrrells 
on foot, but were both used up. They paid 
the passage of the Indians by fish teams to 
Winnipeg, while they took the train for that 
place. Arriving at Selkirk, Jan. 1, 1894, 
they reached Winnipeg. the present head- 
quarters of the Hudson’s Bay company, the 
next day, and reached Toronto Jan. 8. 

The brothers are preparing a detailed ac- 
count of their adventures to be published in 
book form in London, New York, and Can- 
ada. It will: be profusely illustrated from the 
1,000 or more kodak views which they took,

Occasionally a variety is produced that pos- 
sesses such distinctive characteristica as to 
set it quite apart from all that have preceded 
it, creating an entirely new fashion in pota- 
toes and becoming the founder of a new class. 
Its bame, as a variety, is arbitrarily decided 
by the grower; but, once given, it 1s usuall 
also adopted as the name of the new class. Each 
subsequent variety derived from this founder 
ofaline, and resembling it more or less, 
is also givena name to distinguish it from 
all other varieties, but all belong to the one 
class. So it comes about that while growers 
recognize both variety and class by name

dealers usually pay attention only to classes, 
and to them all varieties of the Burbank class 
are Burbanks, while those belonging to the 
Hebron class are Hebrons, and so on through 
the list. 

These classes have a greater interest for con- 
sumers than appears on the surface. The 
varieties are of far less importance. In fact 
many a heusewife still asks for Peachblow 
potatoes, because of a remembered liking for 
a.red potato bought years ago, and thinks she 
gets it, although there has probably not been 
a Peachblow potato grown in the United 
States for a lorg time. But she is just as 
well, or even better off, since she gets what 
looks to her like the old variety, and is in 
reality an improved descendant. 

An amusing instance of this clinging to the 
old name oceurred last September in the re- 
markably instructive potato exhibit made by 
New York State in the Agricultural Building 
at the World’s Fair. 

A cheery, elderly countrywoman bustled up 
to Mr. Pierson, the director of the exhibit, 
and said: ‘*‘I see you have Black. Mechanic 

I haven’t seen any for a long 
time.’ 

** No, we have none, madam.” 

‘©, yes, you have. There they are, right out 
there on the table. My husband used to raise 
them, and I should lik¢ so much to have one to 
carry home and show to the children.”

The four prominent commercial classes are 
the Burbank, Hebron, and Rose for early 
(that is to say, for fall and winter) use, and 
the Peeriess to be used in late winter, in 
spring, and in early summer up to the time 
when new potatoes are ripe enough to be 
wholesome. 

Potatoes may be said to be composed of 
water and starch, and it is_ well 
to bear in -mind that those ot

the varieties classed as * early,” 
marketed in the fall, contain a much larger 
proportion of starch than those of the late 
Peerless class, usually held to supply the mar- 
ket in spring. The Peerless contains a large 
percentage of water when fresh, and for that 
reason keeps well, while for the same reason 
they make less desirable food at that age 
and stage, aud should not be used in early 
‘winter if others can be obtained. But when 
the potato crop 1s short, as it is this year, the 
Peerless class often is found in mar- 
ket in quantities early in_ the sea- 
‘son, for they are very. productive. So 
consumers must be alert or they will be pay- 
ing a good, round ~price for water neatly 
packed in potato skins when it would be 
cheaper to draw it from the faucet, or even 
from the well; and when, by a little care in 
selection, something better worth the money 
could be had at the same price. _ 

It is a matter well worth attention, too, for 
as One must eat twenty-seven pounds of the 
best potatoes to get as much nutriment as is 
contained in one ounce of cheese fancy the 
dire consequence of trying to build up 
one’s tissues on the watery sorts of 
which it would be necessary to con- 
sume—but there, the subject grows too 


| bulky for comfort, and a. word suffices for 


the wise. 

The ability to distinguish the various classes 
being necessary, a sketch and descripuon of 
each prominent type may be helpful. The 
Burbank class includes all white kidney- 
shaped potatoes, the leading varieties at this 
time bei ** Morning Star,’ ** White Star,” 
‘** Dandy,” ** White Flower,’ ** Dutton’s Seed- 
gl etc. For the type of this class see cut 

a 2. | 


The Hebron class includes all flesh-colored 
or pink and white mottled potatoes, the 
principal varieties being ‘‘ White Elephant,”’ 
‘June Eatmg,” ‘*Gen. Garfield,” “ Albino,” 
etc. For the type of this class see cut No. 2. 
: class includes ail red potatoes, but 
is subdivided into three important sections. 
The first, or Ohio division, is made up of all 
red or rose-colored potatoes that are short and 
cylindrical in form, as * Early Electric,” 
“Early Market,” ‘New Zealand,” *‘ Eve- 
rett’s Six Weeks,” etc. For type of this class 
see cut No.3 and note it carefully, for by its 
shape you must know it, and to recognize it

possible, until late winter. From that timeon 
they are really better than any others because 
the water which makes them keep so well 
(and also makes them less desirable as food) 
has by that time largely evaporated, leaving 
them in good, eatable condition, while the 
varieties that were desirable earlier in the 
season have become flabby andin a measure 
unwholesome from being kept so long. 
Another class—which does, not, however, 
come under the head of commercial—is in- 
teresting and, from the point of view of the 
consumer, extremely desirable—the baking 
class. Dwellers in cities may not hope to 
find any pf its varieties in the market, 
for they are unprofitable as a market 
crop on account of their comparative- 
ly small yield. The class is made 
up of long, rather small, ens or curved— 
some so much so as to be called the ‘* cow- 
horn”’ section—potatoes with but slight de- 
pressions around the eyes and with skins of. 
such fine, close texture that the dry earth falls 
off as they are dug, leaving them clean enough 
to be put in the oven. without being washed. 
They are a luxury because of their extraordi- 
narily good\quality, and many sensible farm- 
ers, who believe in havi good things on 
their own tables, grow enough for home use. 
Cut No. 6 gives an idea of the straight form 
of this dainty type. _- 
The New York potato exhibit at the Fair 
was of scientific interest to all potato-growers. 
The experts who raised the samples shown 
were required to keep an exact record of 
the entire operation and this was attached to 
each lot shown, so that any one who would 
take the trouble to read could in a few 
minutes learn what it took a number of men 
an entire season to find out by experience. It 
was intended to be educational, the end in 
view béing to learn the comparative yield of 
different varieties, under various conditions, 
and to determine the comparative value of

different fertilizers. Under these tests some 
of the results shown were as follows: “ Blue 
Vietor,’”’ of the Peerless class, showed the 
largest yield of any variety tested, giving 
under field culture, both hill and field tests 
were made in each case, 1,02614 bushels per 
acre; fertilizer used, 1,000 pounds 
Mape’s food peracre. ‘* Morning Star,’ of 
the Burbank class, yielded 400 bushels 
per acre; fertilizers, twenty loads of compost 
and 100 pounds of Bradley’s complete food 
peracre. ‘* Gen. Garfield”? of the Hébron 
class yielded 600 bushels per acre; fertilizer, 
same as last. **‘ Maggie Murphy” of the mis. 
cellaneous division of the Rose class yielded 
574 bushels per acre; fertilizer, 300 pounds 
of Lister’s food per acre. Manitoba, red, 
white, and blue, of the Cowhorn eection of the 
baking potato class, yielded 306 »ushels to 
the acre; fertilizer, 600 poynds of Bowker’s 
food per acre, 

Further tests made by the experts who sup- 
ae, potatoes and facts for the New York ex- 

ibit included a showing of the relative re- 
sults from planting one, two, and three eyes. 
In the case of “ Blue Victor,” for instance, 
three eyes produced 256% bushels per acre 
more than one eye, all other conditions being 
equal. It does not follow, however, that it is 
always best to plant three eyes. 

The conclusion drawn from the results of 
the various tests was that increasing the seed 
diminishes the size and increases the yield; 
so it is plain that all varieties of the Ohio di- 
vision of the Rose class would beimproved by 
planting three eyes. It was also found that 
rank-growing varieties require more seed 
than those of slender growth to produce the 
largest crop of marketable potatoes. It is 
interesting to know that the men who are

every year experimenting with seedling pota- 
toes, from which the new.and improved sorts 
must come, are obliged to practice arti- 
ficial fertilization since potato-bug 
has increased so materially in vigor and 
abundance. In a careful search made this 
last summer through 500 differefft varieties 
of potatoes only seventeen of them were 
found to be bearing seed. Such an ocular 
demonstration proves that science must do its 
part if our tables afe to retain that essential 
to a dinner, either simple or elaborate—good 
potatoes.

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GREEK LETTER SOCIETIES ADOPTED. 
THE TAOTIOS OF ULYSSES. 


They Wisely Acquiesced tn the Regula- 
tions Made by the Trustees of the Uni- 
versity=President Harper Gave Them a 
Chilly Welcome and .Is Resolwed -to 
Keep Them Under Healthy Controle 
Several Chapters Instituted and Others’ 
Are Being Formed. : 

Greek Jetter fraternities have claimed the 
University of Chicago, for their own. They 
have used no wooden horse of concealment, 
either, to get inside the walls. Instead of the 
equine tactics of Sinon they have imitated 
rather the diplomatic sagacity of Ulysses. But 
the great. institution is beyond doubt their 
Troy. ae 

if President Harper had looked from his. 
office window a’ few mornings ago he would 
have seen a wheelbarrow being trundled 
around the campus by a stalwart sophomore. 

In. it was another husky student who had also 

doffed the swaddling clothes of a freshman.

Dr. Harper’s Unfriendly Attitude. 

It was as if having a premcnition of a con- 
dition quite as bad as ay that has prevailed 
under the- elms at New Haven or along the 
Charles at Cambridge that Dr. Harper said to 
a reporter for Tug TRIBUNB: 4 

‘“’ We are no more in tavor now of - fraterni- 
ties coming into the university than we have 
been. In fact we are strongly opposed to it 
and are making no opportunities to advise the 
students to join them. But the fraternities 
are here in compliance to conditions that the 
trustees made, and we shall have to make the 
best of it. Theaim of the faculty will be to 
keep the fraternities under the most whole: 
some regulations possible.”’ 

The regulations that have been thus far 
adopted by the trustees of the university are 
as follows: 

Upon the recommendation of the Committee on 
Organization and faculty the Board of Trustees 
voted to permit the organization of chapters of 
secret societies, provided: 

1. Each chapter shall submit its house rules to 
the faculty for approval. : 

2. That each chapter appoint 4 representative 
with whom the faculty may confer at such times 
as may be desirable. : gee 

3. That membership in the societies be re- 
stricted to students of the second year of the 
academic colleges and students of the university, 

The university reserves the right to withdraw 
from chapters permission to exist in the uni- 
versity. The Peony is auth ed to add any

with the above. 


Fraternities That Have Organized. 


The fraternities that have acquiesced in 
these conditions and installed chapters: in the 
university are Delta Kappa Epsilon,. Beta 
Theta Pi, and Phi Kabba Psi. Chapters are 
also in process of forming of Psi Upsilon, 
Sigma Chi, and Phi Gamma Delta. Still 
other fraternities havea wistful eye turned 
on the university and some of them will, in 
all probability, soon do the preliminary work 
to the formation of chapters. | 

Prof. H. P. Judson, head dean of the 
academic colleges or undergraduate depart- 
ment, said in interpreting the regulations to 
which the societies are readily assenting to 
conform: : 

‘* The sole purpose.of these regulations is to 
aid the chapters in keeping themselves free 
from’ what their alumni members freely-con- 
fess are harmful influences in fraternity life. 
The regulations will be given a liberal in- 
terpretation. The faculty has no disposition 
to be captious. Its purpose wiil be to en- 
courage the growth of the chapters along 
héalthy lines.” , 

In briefly reviewing the introduction of 
=r in the university, Prof. Judson 
said : 

**When the university opened a year and 
a half ago the fraternity question at once 
came up for solution before the faculty, 
When the matter was canvassed the most sur- 
prising thing that developed, I think, was the 
fact that the most pronouliced opponents to 
adrhitting the Greek letter societies into the 
universities were men who had themselves be- 
longed to them when in college. Three prop- 


‘ositions came before the faculty—one was to 


ignore the ‘question altogether, another was 
to prohibit the formation of- chapters, and the 
third was to allow the students to organize

reservation by the university of the right to 
withdraw a chapter’s permission to exist i¢ a 
‘prerogative that will never be exercised save 
for a reason that is manifestly sufficient, such 
as the fact that any chapter had become a hot- 
bed of immorality or been guilty of some 
offense of thé most flagrant sort. In short, 
although Greek letter-societies are not ‘being 
given a generous welcome to the university, 
they are admitted on a- basis that requires 
from them no concession. that’ they canndt 
easily make in harmony with their ’princi- 
ples and that provides at tie same timea 
— ny Sg ge between ‘the faculty and 
© chapters, with a view.to encouraging all 
that is best in fraternity life.” ny 
The: rather bold front of opposition. that 
was raised to fraternities at. the beginning of 
the university did not frighten those who had 
interested themselveg in forming chapters of 
their respective societies, Instead they kept 
quietly but - persistently at work getting to- 
gether groups of congenial fellows and taking 
the steps necessary to the securing of charters 
for the institution of chapters. In several 
cases this preliminary work was well 
under way ,at the time the university 
started, a year and a half ago, and 
the faculty’s declaration of disapproval 
‘of fraternities came as a great surprise. But 
the fraternity men merely bided their time. 
They did their biding in quite an active way, 
-however. Among the trustees of the uni- 
versity, the final arbiters, were a number. of 
fraternity men. These, in the main, took a 
stand in favor of permitting the societies to 
enter the university. Through their influence, 
some say, the regulations referred to were 
adopted as a concession to the faculty. Metn- 
bers of the fatulty, however, claim there 


to : 


that they recommended the regulations as af- 
fording the best solution of the fraternity 
question. In any event the regulations were 
adopted, and the fraternities are acquieseing 
in them pftactically without objection. In- 
deed, the alumni associations in the city of 


the university are, as a rule, being formed, 
give to the-regulations cordial indorse ent. 


Flats for Chapter Homes. 


It is yet too early to indicate along what 
ines chapter life will grow, but that it will 
begin with flats for homes is assured. p- 
ter houses, the elegant adjuncts of Eastern 
college life, are at present not to be thought 
of. The young chapters have no alumni of 
their own upon whom they can call for funds. 
~They’are orphans, so Judge Grosseup of the 
Federal court said at the installation of the 
Beta ‘Chapter a few evenings ago, and ‘the 
alumni associations will have to constitute 
themselves their guardians. This, it appears, 
is what has been done, and from the. alumni 
associations money has been freely contrib- 
uted for the furnishings of the flats the chap- 
ters have taken. From the same source, un- 
doubtedly, funds will be largely provided for 
the chapter houses, the securing: of which is 
certainly but a question of time. 
_. In flats and apartments in the neighborhood 
of the university the Betas, D. K. E.s and 
Phi Psis have found comfortable quarters 
for their chapters, each numbering from 
twelve to sixteen men. The groups that are 
bei held together by U., Sigma Chi, 
and Phi Gamma Delta are also in cozy 
flats, where they will await with confidence 
the granting, by the general conventions. of 
their fraternities, of the charters enabling 
them to be formally instituted. As yet no 
sororities, or women’s Greek letter societies, 
have entered the university, but they are ex- 
pected. Tothe chapters already organized, 
éither formally or informally, others will be 
rapidly added until the University of Chicago 
may be known as widely for its fraternities as 
for the advantages it offers to scholarship. 
That day, which fraternity men _ beiieve is 
coming, President Harper believes will never 
dawn.
